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PREFACE. 

Weiters on the prophecies of Daniel, so far as 
I know, have confounded, either in a greater or 
lesser degree, ^the time, times, and an half, the 
thousand two hundred and ninety days, and the 
thousand three- hundred and five and thirty days,' 
specified in Dan. xii. 7, 11, 12, with * the time and 
times and dividing of time' stated in Dan. vii. 25, 
and with ^ the two thousand and thre^ hundred 
days ' spoken of in Dan. viii. 14 ; and have inter- 
preted these different numbers as if they all re- 
ferred^ in some way or other, to the same enemies 
of the church, and foretold the time of their 
destruction, and the consequent deliverance of the 
people of God from their usurped dominion and 
persecuting policy. 

The design of this treatise is to expose the 
fallacy of thfc. interpretation, and to prove that the 
three prophetical numbers of the twelfth chapter 
of Daniel are different from these other two 
numbers, and that they refer to an enemy of the 

quite distinct from those with which the latter are 
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associated. The principles of sound exegesis re- 
quire that these three numbers should not be 
disunited from the passage with which they stand 
immediately connected ; but restricted exclusively 
to that enemy of ttle church, and to those events 
of providence, which are specified^ and foi;etold 
in the context. And that enemy, a»*^I have en- 
deavoured to show, is the Turkish power; and 
these events, the destruction of t)|at power, the 
consequent conversion of the Jews, their return «) 
Palesljiiie, and the commencemeitt a-i^d blessedness 
of the millennial age. 

Whether I have given the right explanation of 
this portion of the prophecies by Daniel, every 
reader of course will judge for himself. 

Having in this treatise, and in ^ The 'Battle of 
Armageddon,' attempted to explain some of the 
principal prophecies contained in the books of 
Daniel and of the Apocalypse, and hoping that 
these publications, whatever may be their defects 
or errors, shall nevertheless aid youjig students of 
prophecy in their inquiries into this department 
of divine revelation, I now most respectfully bid 
a final adieu to the Cihristian public.

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'And one said to th» man clothed in linen, which was upon the 
waters of the riv^r, How long shall it be to the end of these wonders ? 
And I heard the man clothed in linen, which was upon the waters 
of the river, when he held up his right hand and his loft kand^unto 
heayen, and sware by Him that liveth for ever, that it shall be for 
a iime, times, and an half ; and when he shall have accomplished 
to scatter the power of the holy people, all these things shall be 
finished. . . . And from the Hme that the daily sacrifice shall 
be taken away, and the abomination that maketh desolate set up, 
there shall be a thousand two hundred and ninety days. Blessed 
is he that jraiteth, and cometh to the thousand three hundred and 
five and thirty days.' — Dan. xii. 6, 7, 11, 12. 

N these verses, three prophetical numbers 

are distinctly specified, — namely, * a 

time, times, and an half ;' ^ a thousand 

two.hundred and ninety days;' and Hhe thousand 

three hundred and five and thirty days.' Now, it 

« 
is the design of this tractate to inquire concerning 

the commencement and termination of these three 

numbers, and to ascertain the events in providence 

to which they respectively refer, and which shall 
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signalize the different periods of their termination. 
And these events, as we shall endeavour to show, 
are the downfall of the Turkish empire, the de- 
liverance of the Jews from their present state of 
captivity, their conversion to Christianity, their 
restoration to Palestine, and the commencement of 
the millennial state of the church. 

The Jirst of these numbers ifi ^ a time, times, 
and an half,' — that is, three years and an half, or 
forty-two months, which, reckoning thirty days to 
a month, according to the Jewish notation of time, 
amount to 1260 da,ys ; and taking each day as the 
symbol of a year, according to the mode of com- 
puting prophetical time, they amount to 1260 
solar years. The second of these numbers is ^a 
thousand two hundred and ninety days,' and repre- 
sents as many solar years. The third of these 
numbers is * a thousand three hundred and five 
and thirty days,' or 1335 natural years. These 
three prophetical numbers, as we shall afterwards 
see, are restricted and refer exclusively to the 
events foretold in the chapter of which they form 
a part, and to the last clause of the preceding 
chapter. They have no relation whatever, either

to ^the time and times and dividing of time/ 
during which the fourth beast of Daniel ^ shall 
wear out the saints of the Most High, and think to 
change times and laws ' (Dan. vii. 25) ; nor unto 
the 2300 days, during which the little horn that 
came forth out of one of the four notable horns of 
the Grecian kingdom, * cast down the truth to the 
ground, and practised and prospered ' (Dan. viii. 
9-14). • 

These three prophetical numbers have been con- 
founded in a greater or lesser degree by writers on 
the prophecies of Daniel, with the other prophetical 
numbers specified in the seventh and eighth chap- 
ters of the book, and which have an obvious relation 
to the third and fourth beasts — the Grecian and 
Roman monarchies. And it is necessary, ere we 
enter on the consideration of the objects to which 
these three numbers, refer, and of the events with 
which they are associated, that we should carefully 
examine this subject-; and in doing so, we shall find 
that they have no connection with either the one or 
other of these monarchies.

THESE THREE PROPHETICAL NUMBERS ARE DISTINCT FROM * THE 
TIME AND TIMES AND THE DIVIDING OF TIME ' SPECIFIED IN 
DAN. VII. 25, AND HAVE NO RELATION TO THE RISE AND 
DOMINATION OF THE PAPAL POWER. 




HE first of these three numbers — the 
time, times, and an half— is the same 
in respect of duration and mode of state- 
ment, with the time and times and dividing of time 
spoken of in regard to the little horn that rose up 
among the ten horns of Daniel's fourth beast (Dan. 
vii. 25), and likewise with the time and times and 
half a time spoken of by the Apostle John, in regard 
to the woman's flight into the wilderness from the 
face of the serpent (Rev. xii. 14). Hence, many 
students of prophecy have hastily concluded that 
all these prophetical numbers must refer to the 
same enemy of the church, and to the time of her 
deliverance from its persecuting power. We shall 
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not stop to prove that the time and times and the 
dividing of time spoken of in Dan. vii. 25, and 
that the time and times and half a time spoken of 
by John, refer to the same enemy of the church, — 
namely, to the Boman government in the last form 
of its existence, as divided into ten kingdoms, and 
under the control of the Man of Sin ; since this is 
not called in question by any interpreter of these 
predictions. But we deny that the time, times, and 
an half spoken of in Dan. xii. 7, refer to that 
enemy of the saints of the Most High. This 
number can have no connection whatever either 
with the ten horns of the fourth beast, or with the 
little horn that rose up among them : — 1. Because 
the prophecies of Daniel, like those of the Apoca- 
lypse, contain a progressive development of future 
events; and therefore it is extremely improbable 
that, after the prophet had described this enemy of 
the church, and specified the time when the saints 
of the Most High shall be given into His hand (in 
the seventh chapter), he would resume the subject, 
and make statements to the very same effect in the 
twelfth chapter of the book. 2. Because this number 
stands exclusively connected with an enemy in the 
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East, who would invade Palestine, ^who would 
plant the tabernacles of his palaces between the 
seas, in the glorious holy mountain,' and ^who 
shall come to his end, and none shall help him ' 
(Dan. xi. 45) ; whereas the ten horns of the fourth 
beast, and the little horn that rose up among them, 
have their dominions in the western division of the 
Koman empire. 3. And lastly, because this number 
of time, times, and an half, or of 1260 days, stands 
connected with the two following numbers of 1290 
days and of 1335 days ; whereas the number of 
1260 days is the only number which Daniel speci- 
fies in connection with the ten horns of the fourth 
beast; and whereas the Apostle John likewise 
mentions no other number than this in connection 
with the ten-horned beast of the sea, ^ to whom it 
was given to make war with the saints and to over- 
come them.' If, therefore, these other prophetical 
numbers had a reference to this intolerant and per- 
secuting power, how is it possible to account for 
the entire omission of them in the Apocalypse, 
which confessedly contains a fuller and more com- 
plete description of its rise, the time of its reign, 
and of its final destruction, than is to be found in 
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any other portion of the sacred volume 1 For these 
reasons, therefore, we conclude that the three pro- 
phetical numbers specified in the twelfth chapter 
of Daniel have no connection with the ten horns 
of the fourth beast, and with the little horn that 
rose up among them ; or, in other words, with the 
existence and domination of the papal power. 
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SECTION 11. 

THESE THREE PROPHETICAL NUMBERS HAVE NO RELATION TO 
THE 2300 DATS SPECIFIED IN DAN. VIH. 14, NOR TO THE 
POLICY OF THAT OPPRESSOR OF THE CHURCH OF GOD WITH 
WHOM THEY ARE ASSOCIATED. 

ANY writers on prophecy not only believe 
that these three numbers have a relation 
to the little horn of Daniel's fourth beast, 
but that this number of 2300 days has also a rela- 
tion to the same enemy of the church ; that the 
greater number includes the lesser ; that the time, 
times, and an half, or 1260 days, are a certain part 
of the 2300 days, and that these two periods shall 
terminate together in the self-same year. * I can- 
not but think,' says Mr Faber, in his Dissertation 
on the Prophecies, vol. i. p. 211, Hhat it is suffi- 
ciently evident, both that the 1260 days are a 
certain part of the 2300 days, and that these two 
periods exactly terminate together in the self-same 
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year. . . . We are expressly told that the vision of 
the ram and the he-goat, whenever it begins, reaches 
to " the time of the end," or to " the last end of 
the indignation" (Dan. viii. 17, 19) ; and we are no 
less expressly informed, that to the end of the won- 
ders predicted by Daniel there shall be three times 
and a half, or 1260 days (xii. 7, 9). Hence it neces- 
sarily follows, that since the period of 2300 and the 
period of 1260 days, both equally reach to the time 
of the end, or to the end of the predicted wonders, 
— ^they both exactly terminate together. Thus it 
appears that the period of 1260 days is in fact the 
latter part of the greater period of 2300 days.' 

The only reason which Mr Faber assigns for his 
belief, that the periods of 2300 days and of 1260 
days shall terminate together, is, that the same 
expression, * the time of the end,' is used in regard 
to each of these numbers. This, however, is evi- 
dently a petitio principii, and takes for granted the 
very thing to be proven, that the phrase ^ the time 
of the end,' whenever it is employed, relates to the 
same period of duration ; whereas a sound exegesis 
only warrants us to apply the phrase to the predic- 
tion with which it is immediately connected. Does 
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not ^ the end/ or the time of the end, spoken of in 
Dan. ix. 26, refer only to the termination of the 
three score and two weeks, when the Messiah was 
to be cut off, but not for himself ? Does not the 
expression in Dan. xi. 27, ^ the end shall be at the 
time appointed,' refer only to the time of the over- 
throw of the Grecian kingdom by the arms of the 
Romans ? Does not the ^ time of the end,' spoken 
of in Dan. xi. 40, refer only to the time of the 
destruction of the Roman empire in the East by 
the Mohammedan power I And does not ' the end 
of the days,' spoken of in Dan. xii. 13, refer to the 
end of the world, when every one shall be rewarded 
or punished according to his works ? And if so, is 
it not contrary to the ubu% loquendi of the prophet 
Daniel to conclude, that because the phrase ^ the 
time of the end' is connected both with the 2300 and 
with the 1260 days, therefore they both must refer 
to the same enemy -of the church, and terminate at 
the same period of time ? 

The reason, however, which Mr Faber assigns 
for his belief, ^that the 1260 days are a certain 
part of the 2300 days, and that these two periods 
exactly terminate together in the self-same year,' 
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is not only inconclusive, but the theory itself is 
altogether unscriptural. The period of 2300 days 
preceded by many ages the period of 1260 days, 
and has a reference to an enemy and to events 
that are totally different from the latter. In en- 
deavouring to prove the truth of this statement, 
three things seem to be necessary : — 1. To ascer- 
tain who that enemy of the church is that is sym- 
bolized by the little horn, which came forth out of 
one of the four notable horns of the he-goat, and 
whose character and policy are described in tlie 
eighth chapter of Daniel ; 2. To inquire whethegr 
these 2300 days are to be regarded as natural or 
symbolical days; 3. And whether this prophecy 
has not already received its accomplishment in the 
history of that enemy, and of the church which he 
persecuted. 

I. Whx> is this enemy? — We have a distinct 
description of him in Dan. viii. 8, 9 : * The he-goat 
waxed very great, and when he was strong the 
great horn was broken, and for it came up four 
notable ones towards the four winds of heaven. 
And out of one of them came forth a little horn. 
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which waxed exceeding great toward the south, 
and toward the east, and toward the pleasant land.' 
This ^ rough goat,' Daniel plainly tells us, in chap, 
viii. 21, 22, ^is the king of Grecia; and the great 
horn that is between his eyes is the first king. 
Now that being broken, whereas four stood up for 
it, four kingdoms shall stand up out of the nation, 
but not in his power.' Now whom does this little 
horn represent? Bishop Newton, adopting the 
theory of Sir Isaac Newton, regards it as the 
symbol of the Roman power in the East. ^ When 
the Romans,' he says, ^ first got footing in Greece, 
then they became a horn of the goat. Out of this 
horn they came, and were at first a little horn, but 
in process of time overtopped the other horns. 
From Greece they extended their arms, and over- 
ran the other parts of the goat's dominions. And 
their actions within the dominions of the goat, and 
not their affairs in the western empire, are the 
principal objects of this prophecy. But their 
actions, which are most largely and particularly 
specified, are their great persecution and oppression 
of the people of God, which renders it probable 
that the appellation of the little horn might be 
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given them for the same reason that the great 
persecutor and oppressor of the saints in the wes- 
tern empire is also called " the little horn." It is 
the same kind of power, and therefore might be 
signified by the same name.' 

This interpretation, however, as it appears to 
us, must be rejected for the following reasons : — 
1. Because the prophecies of this chapter are ex- 
clusively restricted to the Persian and Grecian 
monarchies, — the second and third beasts spoken 
of in Dan. vii. 3-8 ; and, therefore, any interpre- 
tation which transgresses these limits cannot be 
the true one (Dan. viii. 20, 21). 2. Because it is 
unequivocally aflSrmed, ver. 9, that this little horn 
rose out of one of the four horns of the Grecian 
empire. The Eoman power, however, did not 
come forth from any of the four horns of the great 
he-goat, but was a different power, and obtained 
dominion, first over the kingdom of Greece, and 
then over the other kingdoms of the goat, by war 
and conquest. 3. Because it confounds this little 
horn with the other little horn spoken of in chap, 
vii. 8, as if it were identified with the Papacy ; 
whereas these two horns are evidently diflferent 
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from each other, — ^the first coming forth out of 
one of the four horns of the Grecian empire, and 
the second rising among the ten horns of the 
Eoman empire in the West. 4. And lastly, this 
interpretation must be rejected, because it makes 
the rough goat, which is the third beast, or- symbol 
of the Grecian empire out of which this little horn 
rose, exactly the same as the fourth beast, or 
Roman empire, and that too in a prophecy in which 
the fourth beast is not even named or referred to. 
For these reasons we submit that the little horn 
spoken of in this passage cannot be the symbol of 
the Roman power, according to the theory of Sir 
Isaac and of Bishop Newton. 

Neither can this little horn be regarded as the 
symbol of the Mohammedan power according to 
the theory of Mr Faber, T. Scott the commenta- 
tor, and other students of prophecy. This theory 
is liable to the same objections as that of Bishop 
Newton. Besides, the Mohammedan power can 
in no sense be said to have risen out of one of the 
four horns of the he-goat, as it did not come into 
existence until ages after the four kingdoms of the 
Grecian empire had been destroyed by the Eoman 
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armies. Having thus no connection whatever 
with that empire, it cannot be symbolized by the 
horn which came forth out of one of the four 
notable horns of the he-goat. 

The interpretation given of this prophecy by 
writers of the olden times, is in accordance with 
its various parts, and appears to be the true one. 
These, whether Jewish or Christian, supposed the 
little horn to be the symbol of Antiochus Epiphanes, 
king of Syria, and of Demetrius his successor, who 
both profaned the temple of God, and crueily per- 
secuted the Jewish nation. ^ Our nation,' says 
Josephus, ^suffered these calamities under An- 
tiochus Epiphanes, as Daniel saw, and many years 
before wrote what things should come to pass.' 
* Antiochus Epiphanes,' says St Jerome, * fought 
against Ptolemy Philometor, and the Egyptians, 
— that is, against the South and again against the 
Easty and those who attempted a change of govern- 
ment in Persia ; and lastly he fought against the 
Jews, took Judea, entered into Jerusalem, and in 
the temple of God set up the image of Jupiter 
Olympius.' That Antiochus Epiphanes is the enemy 
of the church, symbolized by the little horn of the 
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Grecian empire, might be proven from the fact, 
that the predictions contained in the passage con- 
cerning him appear to have been literally fulfilled 
in the events of the wars which he and his succes- 
sor waged against the Jewish nation. Bat as this 
would occupy too much of our space, we must 
content ourselves with referring the reader to the 
first seven chapters of the first book of Maccabees, 
where he will find these predictions illustrated and 
verified in the historical records of that dark and 
disastrous period of the Jewish church. Having 
now seen that Antiochus Epiphanes is the enemy 
of the church who is symbolized by the little horn 
of the rough goat, we must next consider, — 

II. Whether the 2300 days, during which time 
this enemy persecutes the churchy are to be regarded 
as natural or prophetical days ? — ^The words used 
and translated days in Dan. viii. 14 are not the same 
as the words employed in Dan. xii. 11, 12, and 
which are literally rendered days in these verses. 
In the Hebrew those are ^ evenings and mornings,' 
and they are so translated in the margin, and also 
in ver. 26. * The vision of the evening and the 
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morning which was told is true.' Since, then, the 
Spirit of God employs these words, ' evenings and 
mornings,' is regard to the little horn of the 
Grecian empire, and since they are diiBFerent from 
the word 'days' used in Dan. xii. 11, 12, and 
from that also used by John (Rev. xi. 3, xii. 6), 
* it is evident that there must be a reason for this 
dijBFerence, and that we cannot be warranted to in- 
terpret them as if they were of the same meaning 
and denoted the same portion of time. Accord- 
ingly we find that an evening and morning is in 
Hebrew a notation of time for a natural day : 
'The evening and the morning were the fourth 
day' (Gen. i. 19). Now if the 2300-evenings and 
mornings are natural days, then reckoning thirty 
days to a month, and twelve months to a year, 
this number of days amounts to six years four 
months, and twenty days. This period of time 
is consequently ' the length of the vision concern- 
ing the daily sacrifice, and the transgression of 
desolation, to give both the sanctuary and the host 
to be trodden under foot.' And when it is accom- 
plished the sanctuary shall be cleansed, and the 
host trodden under foot. Having thus shown

that these 2300 days are not prophetical but 
natural days, we must next consider, — 

■"' < 

III. Whether this period of time harmonizes with 
the events of the wars of Antiochus Epiphanes and 
his successor against the Israelitish nation. — ^The 
chief reason why Bishop Newton, Faber, and many 
modern commentators, do not regard this prophecy 
as fulfilled in the times of Antiochus Epiphanes, 
is, that the period of 2300 days, or six years four 
months and twenty days, does not correspond 
with the events therein predicted. 'These 2300 
days,' says Bishop Newton, ' can, by no computa- 
tion, be accommodated to the times of Antiochus 
Epiphanes, even though the days be taken for 
natural days.' This opinion is certainly rash and 
unfounded, and its fallacy will be seen if we care- 
fully attend first to the events that are predicted 
in the prophecy itself, and then to the time of their 
accomplishment, as specified in the history of the 
wars of the little horn of the Macedonian he-goat 
against the nation of the Jews, 

The events predicted in the prophecy are two, 
— ' To give both the sanctuary and the host to be 
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trodden under foot' (Dan. viii. 13, 14). The 
sanctuary is jirBi to be trodden under foot, and 
afterwards cleansed; and secondly^ the host, or 
the army of the Syrians, is itself also to be 
trodden under foot. It is therefore evident, froni 
the very nature and terms of the prophecy, that 
the 2300 days cannot be considered as terminated 
until both of these ends are effected. 

The time when both of these events are to be 
accomplished next demands our careful attention. 
The record of these events is to be found in the 
first book of Maccabees, which, though not an 
inspired book, has always been regarded by the 
Jews as containing an authentic history of their 
nation in the period referred to. Now, if we 
attend to the time when these events took place, 
as recorded in that history, we shall find that they 
correspond with the time specified itf the prophecy. 
Judas Maccabeus says, ' After that Antiochus had 
smitten Egypt, he returned again in the hundred 
forty and third year ' (that is, of the kingdom of 
the Greeks, or era of the Seleucidse), ^ and went 
up against Israel and Jerusalem with a great 
multitude, and entered proudly into the sane- 
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tuary, and took away the golden altar, and the 
candlestick of light, and all the vessels thereof. 
. . . He took also the silver and the gold, 
and the precious vessels : also. he took the hidden 
treasures which he found. And when he had 
taken all away, he went into his own land, having 
made a great massacre, and spoken very proudly' 
(1 Mace. i. 20, 21, 23, 24). This year, however, 
does not appear to he the commencement of the 
2300 days ; because Antiochus then merely ^ took 
the silver and the gold, and the precious vessels, 
and the hidden treasures which he found,' but did 
not interdict ^ the daily sacrifice,' or any other 
ordinance of Jewish worship ; and because he did 
not then retain possession of Jerusalem, for it is 
said, ' when he had taken all away, he went into 
his own land.' 

But Judas Maccabeus further says, ver. 29, 
* After two years fully expired, the king sent his 
chief collector of tribute unto the cities of Judah, 
who came unto Jerusalem with a great multitude.' 
Now, this year being two years after the 143 years 
spoken of in ver. 20, was the 145th year of the 
kingdom of the Greeks. And this year appears to 
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< 
be the time of the commencement of the 2300 

days : — FirBt^ Because the Syrians then took pos- 
session of Palestine, and retained dominion over 
it until these days had expired. Hence he says, 
vers. 33-36, ' Then builded they the city of David 
with a great and strong wall, and with mighty 
towers, and made it a stronghold for them. And 
they put therein a sinful nation, wicked men, and 
fortified themselves therein. They stored it also 
with armour and victuals: and when they had 
gathered together the spoils of Jerusalem, they 
laid them up there, and so they became a sore 
snare ; for it was a place to lie in wait against the 
sanctuary, and an evil adversary to Israel.' And 
secondly^ Because in this year AntiocHus took 
away the daily sacrifice, and prohibited the Jews, 
on pain of death, from worshipping God accord- 
ing to the laws of Moses. Hence it is said, vers. 
44-47, 49, 50, *The king sent letters by messengers 
unto Jerusalem, and the cities of Judah, that they 
should follow the laws and rites of the strangers 
of the land, and forbid burnt-offerings, and sa.cra- 
fice, and drink-offerings in the temple ; and that 
they should profane the Sabbath and festival days : 
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and pollute the sanctuary and holy people : set 
up altars, and groves, and chapels of idols ; and 
sacrifice swine's flesh and unclean heasts. To the 
end they might forget the law, and change all the 
ordinances. And whosoever would not do accord- 
ing to the commandment of the king, he said he 
should die.' 

The time when the king sent these letters hy 
messengers to the Jews, forbidding them to offer 
burnt-offerings and sacrifices in the temple on 
pain of death, is not specified ; but we find in a 
short time after this, that he sent other letters 
appointing overseers over all the people to execute 
the edicts contained in the letters which he had 
formerly sent them. Hence it is said, ver. 51, 
'In the self -same manner wrote he to his whole 
kingdom, and appointed overseers over all the 
people, commanding the cities of Judah to sacrifice, 
city by city.' And we further find that the time 
is distinctly specified when these second letters 
were written, and when these overseers actually 
set up altars, and groves, and chapels of idols in 
Jerusalem, according to the proclamation contained 
in the first letters of Antiochus to the Jews. It is 
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said, ver. 54, * Now the fifteenth day of the month 
Casleu, in the hundred forty and fifth year, they 
set up the ahomination of desolation upon the 
altar, and builded idol altars throughout the cities 
of Judah on every side.' The month Casleu, or 
Chisleu, was the ninth month of the Jewish year. 
And it was on the fifteenth day of this month, in 
the 145th year of the Greek empire, that idol 
altars were actually built in Jerusalem and through- 
out the cities of Judea. This, however, cannot be 
regarded as the time of the commencement of the 
2300 ^ days ; for Antiochus, as we have seen in 
letters which he had sent by messengers to Jeru- 
salem some time prior to this, had forbidden the 
Jews, on pain of death, to offer bumt-oflferings, 
and sacrifice, and drink-offerings, in the temple. 
But the time when he sent these first letters, and 
issued this persecuting and cruel edict, must, for 
this reason, be considered as the period of the 
commencement of the 2300 days. Judas Macca- 
beus has not given the date of these letters, and 
we are therefore only left to calculate from the 
probabilities of the case, the time when they were 
written. And this, as we shall see afterwards.

appears to have been on the twenty-third day of 
Tizri, the seventh month of the Jewish year, and in 
the 145th year of the kingdom of Greece ; that is, 
one month and twenty-two days before the issue of 
the second letters of Antiochus, appointing overseers 
over all the people to execute the decrees which he 
had formerly addressed to the Jewish nation. 

After having thus stated the time and the events 
from which the commencement of the 2300 days 
is to be computed, it now remains that we endea- 
vour to ascertain the time when they came to an 
end, and the events that signalized the period of 
their termination. Judas, called Maccabeus, in 
this disastrous period of Jewish history, was raised 
up to fight the battles of Israel. He gathered to 
himself all such as were voluntarily devoted unto 
the law, to avenge the wrongs of his people. And 
after various battles with the Syrians, in which he 
was victorious, we find that Lysias^ a nobleman, 
and one of the blood royal, ^nd a general of the 
army of Antiochus, came against him with ' three 
score thousand choice men of foot, and five thou- 
sand horsemen, that he might subdue them. So 
they came int'a Idumea, and pitched their tents 
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at Bethsura ; and Judas met them with ten thou- 
sand men. So they joined battle ; and there 
were slain of the host of Lysias about five thou- 
sand men, even before them were they slain' (1 
Mace. iv. 28, 29, 34). After this decided victory, 
* Then said Judas to his brethren. Behold our ene- 
mies are discomfited : let us go up to cleanse and 
dedicate ' (or repair) ^ the sanctuary. Upon this 
all the host assembled themselves together, and 
went up into Mount Zion ' (vers. 36, 37). ^ Then 
Judas appointed certain men to fight against those 
that were in the fortress, until he had cleansed the 
sanctuary ' (ver. 41). And after they had<;leansed 
the sanctuary it is further said, * On the five and 
twentieth day of the ninth month, which is called 
the month Casleu, in the hundred forty and eighth 
year^ they rose up betimes in the morning, and 
offered sacrifice, according to the law, upon the 
new altar of burnt-offerings which they l^ad made. 
Moreover, Judas and his brethren, with the whole 
congregation of Israel, ordained that the days of 
the dedication of the altar should be kept in their 
season from year to year, by the space of eight 
days, from the five and twentieth day of the 
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month Casleu, with mirth and gladness' (vers. 
52, 59). 

This cleansing of the sanctuary took place only 
three years two months and two days after the 
time from which the 2300 days is most probably 
to be computed ; but this is no valid reason why 
the prophecy should be regarded as inapplicable to 
the times of. Antiochus Epiphanes, because the 
transgression of desolation includes two things : — 
Firsts the sanctuary was to be trodden under foot ; 
and secondly J ^ the host' (that is, the army, of the 
Syrians) ^ was also to be trodden under foot ' (Dan., 
viii. 13). This number of days therefore stands 
plainly connected with these two events, and can- 
not be understood as completed until the last of 
them is accomplished as truly as the first. Now, 
though Judas had obtained such a victory over the 
Syrian army as gave him the opportunity of repair- 
ing the sanctuary, yet he had not ^ trodden the host 
of Syria under foot,' or delivered the Israelites out 
of the hands of this idolatrous and persecuting 
power. The Syrians still retained the stronghold 
of Zion (see 1 Mace. iv. 41, vi. 18). And hence 
it is also said, ^ When Lysi^ saw his army put to

flight, and the manliness of Judas' soldiers, and 
how they were ready either to live or die valiantly, 
he went into Antiochia, and gathered together a 
company of strangers ; and having made his army 
greater than it was, he purposed to come again 
into Judea' (1 Mace. iv. 35). Accordingly we 
find that, after the death of Antiochus, ' he set up 
Antiochus his son, whom he had brought up, being 
young, to reign in his stead, and his name he called 
Eupator' (1 Mace. vi. 17) ; and that he again in- 
vaded Judea with an army of ' an hundred thou- 
sand footmen, and twenty thousand horsemen, and 
two and thirty elephants exercised in battle' (ver. 
30) ; ^ took Bethsura, and set a garrison there to 
keep it. As for the sanctuary, he besieged it many 
days, and set there artillery with engines, and in- 
struments to cast fire and stones, and pieces to cast 
darts and slings' (ver. 51). At this time, however, 
he did not succeed in faking the sanctuary ; for, 
after having inflicted great evils on the Jews, he 
was compelled to raise the siege and to return to 
Antioch, as Philip had taken that city. He de- 
parted, therefore, from Jerusalem * in all haste, 
and returned unto Antiochia, where he found 
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Philip to be master of the city ; so he fought against 
him, and took the city by force' (ver. 63). 

This departure of the Syrian army from Jeru- 
salem was, however, merely temporaiy, and did 
not put an end to the sufferings of the Jews from 
this merciless foe. Hence it is said, ^ In the hun- 
dred and one and fiftieth year, Demetrius, the son 
of Seleucus, departed from Kome, and having 
slain Antiochus and Lysias, and set himself on the 
throne of Syria, sent Nicanor, one of his honour- 
able ^princes, a man that bare deadly hate unto 
Israel, with cpmmandment to destroy the people. 
So Nicanor came to' Jerusalem with a great force. 
. . . On the thirteenth day of the month Adar 
the hosts joined battle; but Nicanor's host was 
discomfited, and he himself was first slain in the 
battle. Now when Nicanor's host saw that he 
was slain, they cast away their weapons and fled. 
Then the Jews pursued after them a day's journey, 
from Adasa unto Gazera, sounding an alarm after 
them with their trumpets. Whereupon they came 
forth out of all the towns of Judea round about, 
and closed them in ; so that they, turning back 
upon them that pursued them, were all slain with 
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the sword, and not one of them was left. . . . For 
this cause the people rejoiced greatly, and they 
kept that day, a day of great gladness. Moreover, 
they ordained to keep yearly this Jay, being the 
thirteenth of Adar. Thus the land of Judah was 
in rest a little while' (1 Mace. vii. 1, 4, 26, 27, 
43-46, 48-50). 

Now the time when the Jews obtained this com- 
plete triumph over the Syrians appears to be the 
time when the 2300 days terminated ; for was not 
^ the host trodden under foot,' according to the pro- 
phecy, when the Syrians ^ were all slain with the 
sword, and not one of them was left' ? This event 
took place in the 151st year of the kingdom of the 
Greeks, and on the thirteenth day of the month 
Adar, the twelfth month of the Jewish year, and 
exactly 2300 natural days, or six years four months 
and 4;wenty days after Antiochus Epiphanes had 
commanded the Jews, on pain of death, to set up 
altars of idols, and to sacrifice on these swine's flesh 
and unclean beasts. If six years four months and 
twenty days are substracted from the 151st year of 
the Greek empire, and the thirteenth day of the 
month Adar, the twelfth month of the Jewish 
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year, it brings the time back to the twenty-third 
day of Tizri, the seventh month of the 145th 
year of that empire. And this appears to be 
the time when Antiochus Epiphanes sent letters 
by messengers unto Jerusalem and the cities of 
Judah, forbidding them, on pain of death, to wor- 
ship God according to the ordinances of their 
law (1 Mace. i. 44-50). The month and day of 
that year when this was done is not indeed speci- 
fied by the historian*; but he adds, that the king, 
' in the self-same manner, wrote to his whole kingr 
dom, and appointed overseers over all the people, 
commanding the cities of Judah to sacrifice city 
by city.' And he distinctly specifies the time when 
these overseers were appointed to see that the orders 
of his first letters were actually executed. It was 
^ on the fifteenth day of the month Oasleu, in the 
hundred forty and fifth year, they set up the abo- 
mination of desolation upon the altar, and ]builded 
idol altars throughout the cities of Judah on every 
side' (vers. 51, 54). Now, the fifteenth day of 
the month Casleu is one month and twenty-two 
days later than the twenty-third day of Tizri ; but 
when we take into account the (Kstance of Antioch 
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from Jerusalem, and the time necessarily spent by 
messengers going to and from these cities on this 
business, the time that passed between the issue of 
these first and second letters does not appear longer 
than the circumstances required ; so that we have 
good grounds for concluding, that if the historian 
had specified the time when the first letters were 
sent to Jerusalem, as he has done in regard to the 
second, this would have been on the twenty-third 
day of the seventh month of the 145th year of the 
kingdom of Greece. And if so, would not this 
pr^ve the exax^t accomplishment of the prophecy, 
and that the length of the vision concerning the 
transgression of desolation was two thousand and 
three hundred natural days, or six years four 
months and twenty days of solar time? 

If, then, the little horn which came forth out of 
one of the four notable horns of the Grecian he- 
goat is the symbol of Antiochus Epiphanes, and of 
his successors on the throne of Syria ; if the 2300 
days during which they were ^ to cast down the 
truth to the ground' are natural and not propheti- 
cal days ; and if this period of time corresponds 
vnth the events of their wars against the Jewish 
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nation^ — are we not warranted to conclude, that 
this prophecy can neither be applied to any other 
enemy of the church, nor to the cleansing of the 
sanctuary in New Testament times, as is generally 
done by commentators ? And on the whole, are 
we not further warranted to conclude, that the 
three prophetical numbers specified in the twelfth 
chapter of Daniel neither refer to the little horn 
that came up among the ten horns of the fourth 
beast, nor to the little horn that came forth out of 
one of the four notable horns of the third beast ; 
but that they must refer to some other enemy of 
the people of God, and to events connected with 
his ris'e, and domination, and final otherthrow ; and, 
therefore, that they are quite distinct from 'the time 
and times and dividing of time during which the 
first horn makes war against the saints of the Most 
High, and from the 2300 days during which the 
second horn cast down the truth to the ground, 
and,practised and prospered ? 
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SECTION III. 

THESE THREE PROPHETICAL NUMBERS ARE CONNECTED WITH 
THE PROPHECIES CONTAINED IN THE ELEVENTH AND 
TWELFTH CHAPTERS OF DANIEL, AND REFER CHIEFLY TO 
PALESTINE AND THE JEWISH PEOPLE. 

N the preceding section we have endea- 
voured to prove that the three propheti- 
cal nttmhers mentioned in the last chap- 
ter of Daniel have no connection with the little horn 
that came up among the ten horns of the fourth 
beast, or papal power, nor with the little horn that 
came forth out of one of the four notable horns of 
the third beast, or Grecian kingdom. And we 
shall now proceed to show that they refer exclu- 
sively to the East, and chiefly to Palestine and 
the Jewish people ; and to specify those events in 
providence that shall signalize the different periods 
of their respective termination. " 

These three numbers are inseparably connected, 

D 
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not only with the prophecies contained in the twelfth 
chapter, but also with those contained in the tenth 
and eleventh chapters of the book. And unless these 
are rightly interpreted, they will certainly be mis- 
applied to other objects and events than those to 
which the context evidently restricts them. 

In the first place, to understand these prophecies 
it is necessary to give particular attention to that 
statement which the angel of the covenant — the 
man clothed in linen— gave to Daniel, regarding 
the objects and events to which they refer, and 
which they predict. ^ Now I am come,' says he, 
^to make thee understand wliat shall befall thy 
people in the latter days : for yet the vision is for 
many days ' (Dan. x. 14). . These words of the 
angel plainly and unequivocally indicate and de- 
termine the principle by which the subsequent pro- 
phecies are to be interpreted. They are the key 
that unlocks this part of the book, and opens up 
to us the meaning and application of the various 
predictions it contains. If, therefore, according 
to this statement, the Jewish captives now in 
Babylon were literally Daniel's people, and if ^ the 
scattering the power of the holy people,' spoken of 
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in Dan. xii. 7, refers, as none can deny, to the dis- 
persion of the Jews among all nations because of 
their unbelief ; then are we not warranted to con- 
clude that the following revelations predict events 
that were to befall that people from the time of 
their captivity in Babylon ^till the time of the 
end ' ? and, consequently, that the application of 
the prophecy to any other people must be incon- 
sistent with the principle of its interpretation, as 
stated and defined by the man clothed in linen. 

In the s^conc? place, to understand the prophecies 
of the last chapter of Daniel, it is also necessary 
that we should attend carefully to the predictions 
contained in the preceding chapter, for that chapter 
contains predictions of ^what shall befall Daniel's 
people ' under the Persian, the Grecian, the Ro- 
man, and the Turkish monarchies. The scene of 
the eviButs predicted in that chapter is evidently in 
the East, and chiefly in Palestine ; and any inter- 
pretation of the prophecy that transfers it to the 
West must therefore be regarded as inconsistent 
with its specific limitations. To perceive this, and to 
understand the prophecies contained in the twelfth 
chapter of Daniel, we should attempt to give a full 
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explanation of the eleventh chapter ; but as this 
would occupy too much of our space, we must (con- 
tent ourselves with indicating shortly the principal 
events which are therein predicted. 

The jiTst two verses of that chapter refer to the 
kings of Media and Persia, who destroyed the 
Babylonian kingdom, liberated the Jews from 
their seventy years' captivity, and restored them 
to freedom and the possession of their native land. 
The third verse foretells the overthrow of the Per- 
sian government by the victories of Alexander the 
Great, and the rise of the Grecian empire, — ^the 
third of Daniel's four monarchies. The fourth 
verse foretells the division of the kingdom of 
Alexander into four kingdoms, which would be 
governed, not by ^ his posterity,' but, as history 
proves, by his four chief captains, — Cassander in 
Greece, Lysimachus in Thrace, Seleuchus in 
Syria, and Ptolemy in Egypt. The fifth to the 
twenty-ninth verse contains prophecies regarding 
the policy and wars only of the last two of these 
four kings, and of their successors. The first two 
are passed without notice, as neither of them ever 
assailed the kingdom of Israel. The king of 
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Egypt is called the king of the south^ and the 
king of Syria the king of the north, from the 
geographical position of their respective king- 
doms in relation to the land of Israel. The 
reason why the policy and wars of these two kings 
are foretold and described is, that they often 
fonght against each other for the possession of 
Palestine, which was situated between their respec- 
tive kingdoms, and thus subjected the Jews to 
many great and protracted calamities. It is said, 
ver. 16, *The king of the north' (that is, Anti- 
ochus the 'Great) ^ shall stand in the glorious land, 
which by his hand shall be consumed.' And 
accordingly we find that he for a time obtained 
dominion over the land and inhabitants of Pales- 
tine. And further it is predicted, that one of his 
successors, who is called in ver. 21 ^ a vile per- 
son,' namely, Antiochus Epiphanes, would break 
^ the prince of the covenant' (ver. 22) ; and also 
that ^his heart shall be against the holy covenant' 
(ver. 28). Accordingly it is said in the history of 
his reign, that he turned Onias, the high priest, out 
of his ofiice, * polluted the temple and altar with 
swine^s flesh, profaned the holy of holies by break- 
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ing into it, and took away the golden vessels and 
other sacred treasures to the value of eighteen 
hundred talents.' If, therefore, this part of the 
chapter foretells the rise of the Grecian empire 
on the ruins of the Persian, and describes its con- 
quests and rule in Palestine, then it follows that 
it must refer exclusively, as truly as the preceding 
part, to the East, and especially to that land and 
the Jewish people. 

The thirtieth to the fortieth verse foretells the 
overthrow of the Grecian dominion, and the sub- 
jection of Palestine and the Jewish nation to 
the Roman power, — the last of Daniel's four 
monarchies. ^AU things duly considered,' says 
Bishop Newton, ' no interpretation of this passage 
appears so rational and convincing as that pro- 
posed by Sir Isaac Newton. In the same year 
that Antiochus, by the command of the Eomans, 
retired out of Egypt, and set up the worship of 
the Greeks in Judea, the Romans conquered the 
kingdom of Macedon, the fundamental kingdom 
of the empire of the Greeks, and reduced it into a 
Roman province, and thereby began to put an end 
to the reign of Daniel's third beast. This is thus 
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expressed by Daniel : " And after him arms " (that 
is, the Romans) " slmll stand up" . . . Arms 
are everywhere in this prophecy of Daniel put for 
the military power of a kingdom, and they stand up 
when they conquer and grow powerful. Hitherto 
Daniel described the actions of the kings of the north 
and south ; but upon the conquest of Macedon by 
the Romans, he left off describing the actions of 
the Greeks, and began to describe those of the 
Romans.' The Roman armies, after conquering 
Macedon, Illyricum, and Epirus, about sixty-three 
years before the Christian era, invaded Palestine 
under the command of Pompey, took Jerusalem, 
and brought the Jewish nation into a state of sub- 
jection to the throne of the Caesars. This inter- 
pretation is confirmed by the statement it contains 
of the locality from which this enemy came. ^ The 
ships of Chittim shall come against him,' the king 
of the north (ver. 30). ^The coast of Chittim 
and the land of Chittim,' says Bishop Newton, ^ is 
a general name for Greece, Italy, and the countries 
and islands in the Mediterranean. The ships of 
Chittim, therefore, are the ships which brought the 
Roman ambassadors, who came from Italy, touched 
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at Greece, and arrived in Egypt, being sent by 
the senate at the sapplication of the Ptolemies to 
command a peace between the contending kings. 
This interpretation is also confirmed by the nature 
of the predictions contained in ver. 31 : ^ They 
shall pollute the sanctuary of strength, and shall 
take away the daily sacrifice, and they shall place 
the abomination that maketh desolate.' The Ian- 
guage of the Saviour in quoting this prophecy of 
Daniel, and in warning His disciples of its fulfil- 
ment in the approaching destruction of Jerusalem 
by the Koman armies, proves to a certainty that 
this section of the chapter refers not to the 
Grecian, but to the Eoman power, and its wars 
against the Jewish nation (see Matt. xxiv. 15, 16). 
And the same view of the subject is further estab- 
lished by the nature of the prophecies contained 
in the thirty-third verse : * They shall fall by the 
sword, and by flame, by captivity, and by spoil, 
many days.' These predictions met an exact accom- 
plishment in the history of the Jewish nation. For 
when Titus took Jerusalem, were not the greater 
number of its inhabitants slain by the sword? 
Were not the temple and its courts burnt by fire ? 
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Were not thousands of the Jews either sold or 
driven into captivity ? Was not the nation spoiled ? 
And was not this the comlhencement of a cap- 
tivity for *many days' — a captivity longer than that 
of Babylon, and which has not yet come to an end ? 
While, however, this section of the chapter 
refers exclusively to the Romans, and predicts 
those divine judgments which they would be in- 
strumental in inflicting on the unbelieving Jews, 
it at the same time refers to the New Testament 
church that was to be established by the Saviour 
during the days of their dominion over that land. 
Hence it is said, ' The *people that do know their 
God shall be strong, and do exploits ; and they that 
understand among the people shall instruct many' 
(vers. 32, 33). And it also predicts that the Chris- 
tian churches in Palestine, and in other provinces 
of the East, would in course of time be grievously 
corrupted and oppressed by the policy of the kings 
of the empire. These would arrogantly usurp 
d6mini.on over the conscience of their subjects, 
and act according to their own will in matters of 
religious faith and worship. Hence it is said, 
' The king shall do according to his will ; and he 

E 
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shall exalt himself, ai^d magnify himself above 
every god, and shall speak marvellous things 
against the God of gods, and shall prosper till the 
indignation be accomplished : for that that is deter- 
mined shall be done' (ver. 36). But the prophet in 
the next paragraph assures us that these kings, who 
reigned in Constantinople, and who claimed absolute 
dominion over Palestine and other regions of the 
East, were to be dethroned like the kings of Persia 
and of Greece, and their kingdoms to be destroyed. 
The fortieth verse to the end of the chapter f ore^ 
tells the overthrow of the Roman government in 
the East by the followers of Mohammed. That 
this section of the chapter refers to the rise of the 
Mohammedan power, and to its wars against the 
Byzantine Caesars and the overthrow of the Roman 
power in the East, is evident from the accom- 
plishment whic];i its predictions received in the re- 
sults of the Saracenic and Turkish wars against the 
armies of the successors of Constantino. ^ At the 
time of the end,' says Daniel, ^ shall the king of 
the south push at him : and the king of the north 
shall come against him like a whirlwind, with 
chariots and with horsemen, and with many ships ; 
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and he shall enter into the countries, and shall 
overthrow and pass over ' (ver. 40). * The kings of 
the south and the norths says Bishop Newton, ^ are 
to be taken and explained according to the times 
of which the prophet is speaking. As long as the 
kingdoms of Egypt and Syria were subsisting, so 
long the Egyptian and Syrian kings were the kings 
of the south and the north ; but when these king- 
doms were swallowed up in the Boman empire, 
then the other powers became the kings of the 
south and the north. "And at the time of the 
end " (as Mr Mede rightly expounds it), in the 
latter days of the Eoman empire, " shall the king 
of the south push at him;" that is the Saracens, 
who were of the Arabians and came from the south, 
and under the conduct of their false prophet 
Mohammed and his successors, made war upon the 
Emperor Herachus, and with amazing rapidity 
deprived him of Egypt, Syria, and many of his 
finest provinces. They were only to piLsli at and 
sorely wound the Greek empire, but they were not 
to subvert and destroy it. " And the king of the 
north shall come against him like a whirlwmd, with 
chariots and with horsemen, and with many ships ; 
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and he shall enter into the countries, and shall 
overflow and pass over;*' that, is the Turks, who 
were originally of the Scythians and came from 
the north, and, after the Saracens, seized on Syria, 
and assailed with great violence the remains of the 
Greek empire, and in time rendered themselves 
absolute masters of the whole. The Saracens dis- 
membered and weakened the Greek empire, but 
the Turks totally ruined and destroyed it ;, and for 
this reason we may pVesume so much more is said 
of the Turks than of the Saracens. Their chariots 
and their horsemen are particularly mentioned, 
because their armies consisted chiefly of horse, 
especially before the institution of the Janizaries, 
and their standards still are horse-tails. Their ships 
too are said to be manyy and, indeed, without 
many ships they could never have gotten possession 
of so many islands and maritime countries^ nor 
have so completely vanquished the Venetians, who 
were at that time the greatest naval power in 
Europe. . . . The words " shall enter into the 
countries, and overflow and pass over," give us an 
exact idea of their overflowing the western parts 
of Asia, and then passing over into Europe, an'd 
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fixing the seat of their empire at Constantinople, 
as they did under their seventh emperor, Moham- 
med the Second.' Thus the Eastern empire, which 
had long before this been separated from that of 
Eome in the West, was completely overthrown, 
and the dominion of the Turks and the religion of 
Mohammed obtained ascendency, and was estab- 
lished throughout all its provinces. 

And further, that this section of the chapter 
predicts the rise and triumphs of f he Mohammedan 
power, and the evils it would inflict on the Christian 
inhabitants of Palestine, and the other provinces 
of the Eastern empire, is evident from the state- 
ments contained in the forty-first and forty-fifth 
verses : ^ He shall enter also into the glorious land ; 
and he shall plant the tabernacles of his palace 
between the seas in the glorious holy mountain.' 
* The same expression,' says Bishop Newton, ^ of the 
glorious land was used before, ver. 16, and in both 
places it is rendered by the Syriac translation, " the 
land of Israel." Now nothing is better known than 
that the Turks took possession of the Holy Land, 
and remain masters of it to this day. It was in the 
beginning of the seventh century that Mohammed 
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began to preach and to propagate his new religion ; 
and this little cloud, which at first was no bigger 
than a man's hand, soon overspread and darkened 
the whole hemisphere. Mohammed himself con- 
quered some parts of Arabia. His successor, 
Abubeker, broke into Palestine and Syria. Omar, 
the next caliph, was one of the most rapid con- 
querors. . . . His armies invested Jerusalem. 
He came hither in person, and the Christians, after 
a long siege, being reduced to the greatest ex- 
tremities, in the year of Christ 637 surrendered 
the city upon capitulation.' In this year the 
Mohammedan power was established in Palestine 
between the seas — the Dead Sea on the east and the 
Mediterranean on the west, and the tabernacles 
of its palace erected on Mount Moriah — the glorious 
holy mountain. And this was the time when the 
land of Canaan, which still remained in the pos- 
session of the Jews, though subject to the Romans, 
was wrested from them, and passed into the hands 
of the Moslejns, who retain the possession of it at 
the present day. 

These wars and conquests of the Saracens and 
Turks were sore judgments of the Almighty in-

flicted on professed Christians in the East, because 
they had left their first love, and had become ex- 
ceedingly corrupt and superstitious. By these judg- 
ments the Eoman empire in the East was not only 
overthrown, but the Greek Church, as distinguished 
from the Latin in the West, was also subverted, 
and her buildings for Christian worship converted 
into mosques. And by the same judgments the 
residue of the Jewish people still dwelling in 
Palestine were signally punished for their sin in 
refusing to acknowledge Jesus of Nazareth as the 
Shiloh promised to their fathers. In consequence 
of the Mohammedan conquests, the Jews were de- 
spoiled of their possessions, driven into exile, and 
scattered among all nations. Jerusalem was trodden 
down of the Gentiles. The land of Palestine passed 
entirely into the hands of a ruthless foe. Aliens 
now dwell there. The Turks have possessed it for 
ages, and still rule over it as a province of their 
empire. But this enemy of professed Christians 
in the East, and of the Jewish people, is to be de- 
stroyed like all their preceding foes. Hence it is 
said in the last clause of the chapter, * Yet he shall 
come to his end, and none shall help him.' 
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These words foretell the complete destruction of 
the Turkish power. ^ It shall come to its end.' As 
the power of the kings of Babylon, of Persia, of 
Greece, and of Kome over Palestine and the East 
came to an end at the time appointed by God, so 
shall it be with the power of the Sultan of Con- 
stantinople. These words also foretell the manner 
in which the Turkish government is to be destroyed. 
It is said, ^ And none shall help him.' As these 
words refer to events that are future, it is im- 
p»s,b.e .0 „„der.U.d .ith ce«.to^ U,e n.a„„» 
in which the Turkish empire is to be overthrown. 
Nevertheless they plainly teach us, that the Sultan 
in his last struggles for the preservation of his 
dominions would not receive any assistance from 
the kings who had hitherto befriended him. ' None 
is to help him.' It is well known that some of the 
kings of Europe, with a view to maintain what they 
call the balance of power among the nations, have 
aided Turkey for some time past in her defensive 
wars against Bussia, that they might frustrate the 
policy of that power in attempting to obtain pos- 
sesion of Constantinople, and to gain ascendency 
in the East. Of this we had an illustration and 
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proof in the late Crimean war. But at the time 
of the fulfilment of this prophecy these kings shall 
abandon this line of policy, and cease to uphold 
the Turkish empire by their help. And when 
this help shall be withdrawn or denied, then that 
power, left exclusively to its own internal resources, 
shall come to its end. It shall utterly perish, and 
be henceforth numbered with the kingdoms that 
were. 

If the powers of Western Europe are thus to 
withdraw their assistance from this enemy of God 
and man, and refuse to help him in his last struggle 
for existence, it is natural to ask. Shall Bussia 
then resume her aggressive policy, wage war against 
Turkey, take Constantinople, and thus become the 
instrument in overturning its accursed govern- 
ment over the countries of the East? Such a 
consummation is not at all probable, because this, 
as heretofore, would only be the establishment of 
one despotical and persecuting power in the room 
of another; whereas these prophecies represent the 
Turkish government as the last form of tyrannical 
power that is to rule over Palestine and the regions 
of the East. And also, because such a view of the 

F 
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subject IS inconsistent with the deliverance pro- 
mised in the beginning of the following chapter, 
to ^ every one that shall be found written in the 
book.' Besides, if Eussia were to wage war against 
the Sultan with a view to annex his territory to 
her already overgrown dominions, would not the 
powers of Western Europe in all likelihood draw 
the sword as in former times in defence of their 
ancient ally, and thus help him, which is contrary 
to the prediction, ^ He shall come to his end, and 
none shall help him 'I 

In all probability the Turkish government shall 
be destroyed by an insurrection of the Greek por- 
tion of its population against its authority and 
established creed, with a view to obtain national 
independence, and to secure the blessings of civil 
and religious liberty to themselves and their pos- 
terity. If the prediction, ^ The nations were angry, 
and Thy wrath is come ' (Rev. xi. 18), reveal to 
us the means by* which the teft Gothic kingdoms 
of Europe are to be destroyed ; is it not extremely 
probable that the despotical govempient of Turkey 
shall be destroyed by a similar cause, by the Greek 
people rising in their wrath against the power 
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which for ages has enslaved and oppressed them ? 
Is not this event the more probable from the facts 
that Greece has already cast off the yoke? of the 
Turkish power, secured her national independence, 
and obtained a representative form of government ? 
And may not this kingdom, when its power has 
been consolidated, wage war against the Turks, 
take Constantinople, transfer its seat of govern- 
ment from Athens to that city, and, aided by the 
Greek popiilation throughout Turkey, completely 
subvert their dominion over all the countries of 
the East? Whatever there may be in these 
things, the prediction assures us, that the Turkish 
power is the last form of despotical and persecut- 
ing government that is to exist in the eastern 
division of the Roman empire ; that this, like the 
ten horns of the beast of the Western empire, is to 
be completely destroyed by the judgments of God ; 
that it shall perish without any extraneous help 
from those kings which have hitherto befriended 
it ; and that on its downfall the inhabitants of all 
its province^, whether Christians or Jews, shall be 
delivered from oppression, and enjoy the blessings 
of civil and religious liberty. 
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SECTION IV. 

THE CONVERSION OF THE JEWS, THEIR DELIVERANCE FROM 
CAPTIVITY AND RETURN TO PALESTINE. — ^DAN. XH. 1, 7. 

N the preceding section we have endea- 
voured to prove that the eleventh chapter 
of Daniel has no reference to the state 
of the church or of the world in the western divi- 
sion of the Roman empire, but to the state of the 
Jewish people in the East, from the days of Daniel 
until the time when the Ottoman empire shall be 
destroyed by the judgments of the Almighty, or 
when the Sultan of Constantmople ^ shall come 
to his end, and none shall help him/ And we 
shall now attend to the predictions contained in 
the twelfth chapter, ^regarding the children of 
Daniel's people,' and to that deliverance which the 
Almighty is to accomplish, in their behalf at the 
time of the downfall of the Turkish empire. 
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The destruction of that empire, as we have 
already seen, is the event foretold in the last 
clause of the preceding chapter : ^ He shall come 
to his end, and none shall help him.' And it is 
immediately added, Dan. xii. 1, ^And at that time* 
(namely, the time when the power of the Sultan 
shall be destroyed) ^ shall Michael stand up, the 
great prince which standeth for the children of 
thy people : . . . and at that time thy people 
shall be delivered, every one that shall be found 
written in the book.' And again it is said, ver. 
7, ' When He shall have accomplished to scatter 
the power 6f the holy people^ all these things shall 
be finished.' These words give us a description 
of the present pondition of the Jewish people. 
The power of the holy people is scattered. They 
are led away captive into all nations. And they 
need to be delivered from captivity by the mini- 
strations of Michael, their great prince. The curse 
denounced against them by Moses, the servant of 
God, has come on them to the uttermost : ' Ye 
shall be plucked from off the land whether thou 
goest to possess it ; and the Lord shall scatter thee 
among all people, from the one end of the earth 
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even unto the other. • . . And among these 
nations shalt thou find no ease^ neither shall the 
sole of thy foot have rest ; but the Lord shall give 
thee there a trembling hearty and failing of eyes, 
and sorrow of mind ' (Deut. xxviii. 63-65). The 
condition of the captive Jews in the present day 
is still afflictive and pitiable, as in the times that 
are past. 

* Tribes of the wand'ring foot and weary breast, 
Where shall ye flee away and be at rest ? 
The wild dove hath her nest ; the fox his cave. ; 
Mankind their country ; Israel but the grave I' 

But while the words of Daniel give us a descrip- 
tion of the present condition of the Jews, as driven 
from their own land and scattered among all 
nations, they at the same time teach us, that the 
appointed period of their dispersion shaU come to 
an end ; and, consequently, that they shall then be 
gathered together as one people, and restored to 
the possession of the land of their fathers. For 
does not the prediction, ^When God shall have 
accomplished to scatter the power of the holy 
people,' plainly include the correlative ideas, that 
He will then return, and gather them from all the 
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nations whither He hath scattered them, and bring 
them again into the land of Canaan, which He had 
given them ^ for an everlasting possession'? These 
events were foretold by Moses in the thirtieth 
chapter of Deuteronomy. In that chapter, accord- 
ing to the most probable interpretation of it, he 
describes the things that would befall the Jewish 
nation in the latter days, after the blessing and 
the curse had come upon them. ^ It shall come 
to pass,' says he, ^ when all these things are come 
upon thee, the blessing and the curse, which I have 
set before thee, and thou shalt call them to mind 
among all the nations whither the Lord thy God 
hath driven thee, and shalt return unto the Lord 
thy God, and shalt obey His voice, according to 
all that I command thee this day, thou and thy 
children, with all thine heart and with all thy 
soul ; that then the Lord thy God will turn thy 
captivity, and have compassion upon thee, and will 
return, and gather thee from all the nations whither 
the Lord thy God hath scattered thee. . . . 
And the Lord thy God will bring thee into the 
land which thy fathers possessed, and thou shalt 
possess it; and He will do thee good, and multiply 
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thee above thy fathers.' Is it not evident from 
this passage that the Jews are to return unto the 
Lord, and to obey His voice in the latter days ; 
and that then the Lord their God will gather them 
from all the nations whither they are scattered, 
and restore them to the possession of the land of 
their fathers ? 

It should, however, be observed, that the Jewish 
people are to be delivered from captivity, and 
restored to their own land, according to the 
prophecy of Daniel, not as unbelieving but as 
christianized Jews. ^At that time,' says God 
to Daniel, ^ thy people shall be delivered, every 
one that shall be found written in the book;' 
that is, in the Lamb's book of life. The Jews, 
delivered from unbelief and captivity, shall not 
then, like their fathers after their return from 
Babylon, rebuild the temple on the glorious holy 
mountain, but erect churches for Christian wor- 
ship in Jerusalem, and in Judea, Samaria, and 
Galilee — the three provinces of Palestine. They 
shall no longer look for the Messiah promised to 
their fathers as an event yet future, but believe 
that the promise has already been fulfilled in the 
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incarnation, and life, and death, and resurrection, 
and ascension of Jesus , of Nazareth, and shall 
accept of Him with the heart as the Lord their 
righteousness and strength. They shall no longer 
seek the justification of life ^ by the deeds of the 
law,' but gratefully receiye this blessing as the 
free gift of divine grace, through the redemption • 
that is in Christ Jesus. And in that land, hallowed 
by the most eventful scenes and the most sacred 
memories of earth, and where their fathers for 
ages worshipped the God of Israel according to 
the laws and ordinances of the typical economy, 

they shall henceforth worship Him in spirit and in 

truth, according to the ordinances of the new and 

antitypical dispensation. The time has now passed 

away when ^ the children of Israel would abide 

many days without a king, and without a prince, 

and without a sacrifice, and without an image, 

and without an ephod, and without teraphim.' 

And the time has come when they shall * return, 

and seek the Lord their God, and David their 

king ; and shall fear the Lord and His goodness 

in the latter days.' 

The truth of these statements is confirmed by 

G 
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the testimony of the Lord Jesus Christ, when 
He foretold the destruction of the temple and 
the city of Jerusalem, saying, ^And Jerusalem 
shall be trodden down of the Gentiles, until the 
times of the Gentiles be fulfilled.' ^ These 
words of the Saviour,' says Bishop Newton, 
^ are very memorable. Jerusalem is still trodden 
down by the Gentiles, and consequently the times 
of the Gentiles are not yet fulfilled. When 
the times of the Gentiles shall he fulfilled, then 
the expression implies that the Jews shall be re- 
stored. And for what reason can we believe, 
that though they are dispersed among all nations, 
yet by a constant miracle they are kept distinct 
from all, but for the further manifestation of God's 
purposes towards them ? The prophecies have 
been accomplished to the greatest exactness in the 
destruction of their city, and its continuing still 
subject to strangers, in the dispersion of their 
people, and their living still separate from all 
people. And why should not the remaining parts 
of the same prophecies be as fully accomplished 
too in their restoration at the proper season, when 
the times of the Gentiles shall be fulfilled ? . . . 
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Jerusalem^ as it hath hitherto remained^ so pro- 
bably will remain in subjection to the Gentiles, 
until these times of the Gentiles be fulfilled ; or, 
as St Paul expresseth it, " until the fulness of the 
Gentiles be come in, and so all Israel shall be 
saved," and become again the people of God. 
The fulness of the Jews will come in as well as 
the fulness of the Gentiles ; for if the fall of them 
be the riches of the world, how much more their 
fulness ! ' 

Further, that the Jews shall be converted, de- 
livered from captivity, and restored to their own 
land, are events rendered certain by the predictions 
contained in Amos ix. 11-15 : ^In that day, saith 
the Lord, will I raise up the tabernacle of David 
that is fallen, and close up the breaches thereof ; 
and I will raise up his ruins, and I will build it as 
in the days of old : that they may possess the rem- 
nant of Edom, and of all the heathen, which are 
called by my name, saith the Lord that doeth this. 
, . . And I will bring again the captivity of my 
people Israel, and they shall build the waste cities, 
and inhabit them ; and they shall plant vineyards, 
and drink the wine thereof ; they shall also make 
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gardens, and eat the fruit of them. And I will 
plant them upon their land, and they shall no more 
be pulled up out of their- land which I have given 
them, saith the Lord thy God.' This prophecy 
consists in general of two parts. The jirst refers 
to the ^heathen,' and foretells that ^ God would 
raise up the tabernacle of David that is fallen,' by 
the calling of the Gentiles, and their introduction 
into the fellowship of the Christian church. The 
second refers to the Jews, and foretells that ^ God 
would bring again the captivity of His people Israel, 
and plant them npon their land.' And the phrase 
^ in that day' shows us that both these parts of the 
prophecy refer to the church in New Testament 
times, and teaches us that the events therein pre- 
dicted were 'to take place in this period of her 
history. The truth of these statements is proved 
beyond a doubt, by the declaration of the Apostle 
James in the synod of Jerusalem, when he affirms 
that the conversion of the Gentiles by means of 
' the instrumentality of Peter, Paul, and others in 
preaching the gospel to them, was a fulfilment of 
this very prophecy. ^ Simeon hath declared,' says 
he, ^ how God at the first did visit the Gentiles, to 
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take out of them a people for His name. And to 
this agree the words of the prophets ; asit is written, 
After this I will return, and will build again the 
tabernacle of David, which is fallen down ; and I . 
will build again the ruins thereof, and I will set it 
up,' etc. (Acts XV. 14-17). These words of the 
Apostle James plainly determine the question re- 
garding the application of this prophecy, and teach 
us that the first part thereof began to receive its 
accomplishment in the apostolic age, when ^ God 
did visit the Gentiles, to take out of them a people 
for His name.' Now if the first part of this pro- 
phecy is restricted by James to N^w Testament 
times, and met its, fulfilment in the calling of the 
Gentiles, then it logically follows that? the second 
part thereof must also be restricted to the same 
era, and consequently that the prophecy which it 
contains cannot refer, as some have supposed, to 
the emancipation of the Jews from the captivity 
of ancient Babylon, but must foretell their de- 
liverance from captivity and return to Palestine, 
as events which God shall bring to pass in the 
history of that people under the Christian dispen- 
sation. On the principle of consistency, the 
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second part of this prophecy, therefore, must be 
restricted to the Jews, and a prediction of their 
deliverance from captivity, and return to their own 
land in the latter days. And if so, it plainly 
teaches us that God will then bring again His 
people Israel from their present state of captivity, 
and ^ plant them upon their land, no more to be 
pulled up out of their land which He has given 
them.' If the first part of the prophecy is a pre- 
diction that the Gentiles, being a wild olive-tree, 
were in the apostolic age to be grafted into the 
good olive-tree; then the second part must be 
a prediction that the Jews, being the natural 
branches, shall in a future day be grafted into 
their own olive-tree, from which they were broken 
off because of their unbelief. The fulness of the 
Jews and Gentiles shall come in when the last part 
of this prophecy shall receive its accomplishment. 

The conversion of the Jews to the faith they 
have so long destroyed, their deliverance from cap- 
tivity, and their restoration to Palestine, will be 
marvellous manifestations of the faithfulness and 
mercy and power of God to the descendants of 
Abraham, and events so striking in their character 
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as shall arrest the attention of mankind^ and pro- 
mote the interests of Christianity among the nations 
of the earth. Hence these are represented as analo- 
gous to the resurrection of the dead at the last 
day. *At that time/ says God to Daniel, *thy 
people shall be delivered, every one that shall be 
found written in the book. And many of them 
that sleep in the dust of the earth shall awake, 
some to everlasting life^ and some to shame and 
everlasting contempt. And they that be wise ' (or 
teachers) ^ shall shine as the brightness of the firma- 
ment ; and they that turn many to righteousness as 
the stars, for ever and ever. . . . Many shall run 
to and fro, and knowledge shall be increased' (Dan. 
xii. 1-4). It is evident from these words that the 
tinje of the deliverance of the Jews from their un- 
belief and captivity, is a time when the ^ wise,' or 
teachers of Christianity, shall be pre-eminently 
enlightened, ^ shining as the brightness of the fir- 
mament ;' when these teachers shall be the instru- 
ments of ' turning many to righteousness ;"' wh«n 
their numbers shall be great, and the scene of their 
labours extensive — ^ many shall run to and fro;' 
and when, as a consequence of their ministrations. 
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the knowledge of divine and saving truth ^ shall be 
increased' in the earth. 

V This passage therefore cannot, as is generally 
supposed, be applicable to the resurrection of the 
dead at the last day, and to the glories of the 
heavenly world. On the contrary, it describes the 
conversion of the Jews, their deliverance from 
captivity, and their return to Palestine, as a resur- 
rection from spiritual death unto newness of life. 
And it assures us that ^ every one that shall then 
be found written in the book' shall hear and 
respond to the call of God, ^ Awake, thou that 
sleepest, and arise from the dead, and Christ shall 
give thee light,'— and shall come forth from the 
grave of spiritual death, in which as it were his 
soul had hitherto been interred, and thus obtain 
the blessedness and holiness of him that hath part 
in the first resurrection. This interpretation of 
th^ passage is confirmed by the fact, that the de- 
liverance of the Jews from the captivity of Baby- 
lon in the days of old is described by the same 
expressive and instructive imagery: ^Thus saith 
the Lord God, Behold, O my people, I will open 
your graves, and cause you to come up out of your 
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graves, and bring you into the land of Israel : and 

ye shall know that I am the Lord, when I have 

opened your graves, O my people, and brought you 

up out of your graves, and shall put my Spirit 

in you, and ye shall live ; and I shall place you in 

your own land' (Ezek. xxxvii. 12-14). And it is 

further confirmed by the language of the apostle 

in describing the conversion of the same people to 

the faith of the gospel in the latter days : * If the 

casting away of them be the reconciling of the 

.world, what shall the receiving of them be, but.fo/e 

from the deadV (Rom. xi. 15). - 

The time when God is to grant this gracious 

and wonderful deliverance to His ancient people, 

as He tells Daniel (xii. 1), ^ shall be a time of 

trouble, such as never was since there was a nation, 

even to that same time.' The time when the 

dragon, the ten-homed beast of the sea, and the 

two-horned beast of the ^arth, are to be destroyed 

by the judgments of God, shall be a time of great 

tribulation to the nations of Europe. God shall 

then give to great Babylon the cup of the wine of 

the fierceness of His wrath. *And her plagues 

shall come in one day, death, and mourning, and 

H 
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famine ; and she shall be utterly burnt with fire : 
for strong is the Lord God who judgeth her.' In 
Jike manner, the time of the downfall of the 
Turkish power, and of the Mohammedan super- 
stition, shall be, according to this passage of 
Daniel, a time of trouble such as never was since 
there was a nation. This part of the chapter may- 
teach us, either that the destruction of these 
enemies of the church, both of the East and of 
the West, shall be contemporaneous ; and that the 
nations being angry, and rising in their wrath 
against them, and struggling to obtain the bless- 
ings of civil and religious liberty, shall occasion 
such an amount of carnage and woe in the king- 
doms which they have so long enslaved and op- 
pressed, as shall be unprecedented in the history 
of the world. Or it may teach us that the over- 
throw of the Turkish power shall be accompanied 
by greater tribulation and distress among the 
people of the East than characterized the destruc- 
tion of the Babylonian, the Persian, the Grecian, 
and the Roman governments, which in succession 
ruled over and oppressed them. At all events the 
passage assures us that the time of the deliverance 
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of the Jews from their unbelief and captivity, and 
of their restoration to their own land, shall be pre- 
ceded or accompanied by * a time of trouble, such 
as never was since there was a nation, even to that 
same time.' 

What an awful prospect do these words open 
on our view in regard to the future ! And how 
ominous even in the present day are the signs of 
the times! Both the political and ecclesiastical 
atmospheres are dark and lowering, and evidently 
charged with elements of destruction, and indi- 
cate that the thunderbolts of divine vengeance 
shall soon descend, and strike with destruc- 
tive effect all those systems of misrule, of error, 
and of superstition, by which the nations of the 
earth have hitherto been deceived and oppressed. 
There is now upon the earth, as before the 
destruction of Jerusalem, ^ distress of nations with 
perplexity ; the sea and the waves roaring ; men's 
hearts failing them for fear, and for looking 
after those things which are coming on the earth.' 
But while these prospects are terrible to the 
enemies of Christianity, they are at the same time 
cheering and full of hope to its friends. This is 
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the time of the deliverance of the saints from the 
dominion of mystical Babyloir, and of the Turkish 
power ; and of the Jews from their unbelief and 
captivity, and of their restoration to the land of 
their fathers. And is not the Saviour addressing 
them now, as He addressed His disciples of old, 
saying, * When these things begin to come to pass, 
then look up, and lift up your heads, for your 
redemption draweth nigh '? • 

On the whole, if, as we have seen, these words 
of the man clothed in linen, ^ I am come to make 
thee understand what shall befall thy people in the 
latter days,' refer to the Jews as Daniel's people, 
and are the key to the interpretation of the eleventh 
and twelfth chapters of the book ; if the eleventh 
chapter contains predictions of what shall befall 
Daniel's people under the Persian, the Grecian, the 
Roman, and the Turkish monarchies, and foretells ' 
the destruction of all these kingdoms ; and if the 
prophecies contained in the twelfth chapter foretell 
that ^ at that time thy people shall be delivered, 
every one that shall be found written in the book. 
. . • And when He shall have accomplished to 
scatter the power of the holy people, all these things 
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shall be finished/ — then are we not shut up to 
the conclusion, that the three prophetical numbers 
which he specifies in that chapter must be restricted 
exclusively fo the downfall of the Turkish empire, 
and to the deliverance of the Jews, either as an 
accompaniment or sequence of that event; and 
therefore that these cannot, as is generally sup- 
posed, be applicable to the fourth beast of Daniel, 
which had ten horns, or to the other little horn 
that came up among them, whoise look was more 
stout than his fellows, arid who made war with 
the saints, and prevailed against them, until ^a 
time, times, and the dividing of time' came to an 
end ; nor to the little horn that came forth out 
of one of the four horns of the third beast, or of 
the Grecian monarchy, which cast down the truth 
to the ground, and practised and prospered unto 
2300 daysl

SECTION V. 

THE END OF THE 1260 DAYS, THE TIME OF THE DOWNFALL 

OF THE OTTOMAN EMPIRE. 

!HE time of the overthrow of the Turkish 
empire, and of the restoration of the 
Jews to Palestine, isf the next thing 
that demands the attention of the student of this 
portion of the prophecies of Daniel. And here 
it should be observed, that the information given 
us on this point is first general and then spedjic. 
In general we are told that the deliverance of the 
Jewish people from their present state of unbelief 
and captivity, and of their restoration to their 
own land, shall be contemporaneous with the 
downfall of the Ottoman empire : ^ He' (that is, 
the Sultan of Constantinople) ^ shall come to his 
end, and none shall help him. And at that timey 
says God to Daniel (xii. 1), ^ shall Michael stand 
up, the great prince which standeth up for the 
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children of thy people. . . . And at that time 
thy people shall be delivered, every one that shall 
be found written in the book.' These words 
render it certain that the deliverance here pro- 
mised to the Jewish people shall be contempora- 
neous with the destruction of the Turkish power. 
But they do not specifiy the time when this event 
shall take place. The man clothed with linen, 
however, gives us definite information on this 
point in his reply to the question, ^ How long 
shall it be to the end of these wonders V *I heard,' 
says Daniel, ^ the man clothed with linen, which 
was upon the waters of the river, when he held up 
his right hand and his left hand unto heaven, and 
sware by Him that liveth for ever, that it shall be 
for a timef timesy and an half. And when He shall 
have accomplished to scatter the power of the holy 
people, all these things shall be finished.' The 
time, times, and an half, mean three years and an 
half of prophetical time, or 1260 solar years. The 
time of the downfall of the Ottoman empire, and 
of the deliverance of the Jewish people from 
captivity, is therefore exactly specified, and dis- 
tinctly determined by this oath of the man clothed 
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with linen. There is, however, great difficulty in 
fixing the period when these years commenced; 
but if this were done, we could be at no loss to 
know the precise time when they shall terminate. 
The only means by which this point can be ascer- 
tained, are the historical records of the rise of the 
Mohammedan power. With a view, therefotre, to 
aid us in this inquiry, we shall now direct the 
attention of the reader to some of the events re- 
corded in the history of that power. 

Edward Upham, Esq., in his History of the 
Ottoman Empire, says : * Mohammed began in the 
year 606 a.d. to fabricate his imposture in a cave 
of Mount Hara, about three miles from Mecca. 
. . . At length, a.d. 609, when he was full 
forty years old, he disclosed his prophetic mission 
at first only to his own wife Khadijah. He told 
her that the angel Gabriel, or the Holy Spirit, had 
appeared to him in glory, and declared that God 
had missioned him as an apostle to reform the 
world ; tliat he then delivered to him the Koran for a 
divine law, which should complete all antecedent 
revelations.' If, therefore, the year 609, when 
Mohammed proclaimed the Koran as a divine law. 
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is to be viewed as the commencement of the 1260 
prophetical days, then the Turkish empire is to be 
overthrown in a.d. 1869. 

^The Mussulmans/ he further says, ^date the 
commencement of Mohammed's sway from the 
first year of the Hejira, a.d. 622. The generality 
of writers place this epoch on Friday the 16 th of 
July 622. ... It was from this period that 
Mohammed, having fully ascertained the hate of 
his enemies and the extent of his own power, pro- 
ceeded to lay aside the arts of persuasion and 
patient endurance, whereby he had hitherto sought 
to propagate his tenets ; and, elated by the devo- 
tion of his disciples, and his reception at Medina, 
he framed henceforth the revelations of the Koran 
in a tone which proclaimed him a persecutor, and 
empowered his followers to make war against all 
opposers.' Gibbon, in his History of the Decline 
and Fall of the Roman Empire, chap. 50, also 
says: * The prophet of Medina assumed in. his new 
revelations a fiercer and more sanguinary tone, 
which proves that his former moderation was the 
effect of weakness. Ifhe means of persuasion had 
been tried ; the season of forbearance was elapsed ; 
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and he was now commanded to propagate his reli- 
gion by the sword, to destroy the monuments of 
idolatry, and without regarding the sanctity of 
days or months, to pursue the unbelieving nations 
of the earth. . . . " The sword," says Mohammed, 
" is the key of heaven and of hell : a drop of blood 
shed in the cause of God, a night spent in arms, 
is of more avail than two months of fasting or 
prayers. Whosoever falls in battle, his sins are 
forgiven. At the day of judgment his wounds 
shall be resplendent as vermilion, and odoriferous 
as musk ; and the loss of his limbs shall be sup- 
plied by the wings of angels and cherubims." ' Mr 
Andrew Crichton, in his History of Arabia, chap. 
6, also says : \ In order to silence heretics and re- 
vilers, whose objections had so teased him .and 
perplexed him at his outset, Mohammed resolved 
to interdict in future the presumption of doubting 
his mission, or disputing about his religion. Death 
was the award in the Koran for all who should 
dare to contradict or oppose any of the doctrines 
he taught. Fighting, and not controversy, was 
now to be the only legitimate mode of propagating 
the true faith. And its opponents, of whatever 
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creed, must either believe at the point of the 
lance, or redeem their lives by submitting to pay 
an annual tax for their infidelity. . ... Their 
only option was the Koran, the tribute, or the 
sword.' Now, if the year 622, when Mohammed 
began to propagate his religion no longer by per- 
suasion but by the sword, is the time when the 
1260 prophetical days commenced, then these 
shall terminate in a.d. 1882, and that year shall 
be signalized by the complete destruction of the 
Ottoman empire. 

In A.D. 636, the Roman power in Syria was de- 
stroyed by the victories which the Saracens g^ned 
over the army of Heraclius", Emperor of Con- 
stantinople. Andrew Crichton, in his History of 
Arabia, chap. 8, says : ^ Manuel,' the commander 
of that army, * advanced to the banks of the 
lermouk, where Khaled had taken his position, 
and where he had resolved to stake the fate of 
Syria. This petty stream, the Hieromax of the 
Greeks, immortalized by one of the most san- 
guinary battles of antiquity, rises in Mount Her- 
mon, and winding through the plain of Decapolis, 
is lost after a short run in the Lake of Tiberias. 
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. . . The battle raged for several days, and 
night separated the combatants only to renew the 
encounter. . . . The carnage of Yermouk sur- 
passed that of any preceding battle.' The veterans 
of former wars confessed it to be one of the most 
desperate and doubtful encounters they had ever 
seen ; but it was decisive. Seventy thousand of the 
best troops of Heraclius, with their general, and a 
vast number of his principal officers, were left on 
the field. Altogether, the Christians are stated to 
have lost 150,000 men in killed, and 48,100 in 
prisoners. Perhaps the Arabs may exaggerate in 
point of number ; but the Greek historians them- 
selves have admitted ^the total overthrow of the 
Roman power in Syria in this sanguinary engage- 
ment (November 636), which they long after be- 
wailed as a just retribution for their sins.' Now, 
if the year 636, when the Saracens completely 
overthrew the Roman power in Syria, is to be 
taken as the time when the 1260 prophetical days 
commenced, then it follows that the Ottoman 
empire shall be destroyed in a.d. 1896. 

In A.D. 637, Jerusalem was besieged and taken 
by the Saracens. Edward TJpham, in his History 
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of the Ottoman Empire, says : * In 637, Jerusalem, 
the holy city, which had somewhat regained her 
consideration and stately rank since the time of 
Adrian, fell under Moslem sway by the arms of 
the Saracens under Kalif Omar. . . . Thus 
this reyered capital (with the exception of the short 
period of about ninety years consequent on the 
Crusades) has continued to this day under a 
heavier yoke than it had ever /borne.' In the 
History of the Decline and Fall of the Eoman 
Empire, chap. 17, it is also said: * Jerusalem, after 
a siege of four months by the whole force of Abu 
Obeidah, capitulated. And Caliph Omar, after 
signing the capitulation, entered the city without 
fear or precaution, and courteously discoursed with 
the patriarch concerning its religious antiquities. 
Sophronius bowed before his new master, and 
secretly muttered in the words of Daniel, " The 
abomination of desolation is in the holy place." 
At the hour of prayer they stood together in the 
Church of the Resurrection; but the caliph refused 
to perform his devotions, and contented himself 
with praying on the steps of the Church of Con- 
stantine. . . . By his command the ground 
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of the temple of Solomon was prepared for the 
foundation of a mosque, and during a residence of 
ten days he regulated the present and future state 
of his Syrian conquests.' Now, if the year 637, 
when Jerusalem was besieged and taken by the 
Moslems were the commencement of the 1260 
days, then the Turkish power shall not be de- 
stroyed until A.D. 1897. 

It is evident from the fact that the Ottoman 
empire still exists, that these 1260 years have not 
expired. And it is impossible to determine with 
certainty when it shall be overthrown, seeing the 
prophecy is yet unfulfilled. This want of cer- 
tainty does not, however, arise from the propheti- 
cal number of 1260 days, for this is definite ; but 
from the difiiculty of fixing on the time of their 
commencement. Of the four epochs which have 
been specified in the rise and progress of the , 
Mohammedan power, the year 622 appears to be 
the more probable time of their commencement 
than any of the other three. This was the year 
when Mohammed laid aside the arts of persuasion, 
and enforced his system of superstition on the 
acceptance of Christians and Jews, and all others

who opposed him, by the sword of persecution. 
And it consequently may be regarded as the time 
when he began with violent and impious hands ^ to 
set up the abomination that maketh desolate ' in 
the spiritual temple of the New Testament church. 
According to this view of the prophecy, the church 
and the world may therefore expect to see the 
Ottoman empire completely overthrown in a.d. 
1882, — that is, in seventeen years after the pre- 
sent time. Like the kingdom of Amalek of old, 
^ its latter end shall be, that it perish for ever.' 
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SECTION VI. 

THE END OF THE 1290 DAYS, THE TIME OF THE CONVERSION OF 
THE JEWS, AND OF THEIR RETURN TO PALESTINE. 




[ESIDES the number of 1260 days, there 
are two other numbers specified by 
Daniel as connected with it, and which 
when completed shall, like the first, be signalized 
by events that are not only important and inte- 
resting in themselves, but which shall in their 
results be most blissful to the Christian church 
and the nations of the world. ^ From the time,' 
saith Dan. xii. 11, 12, ^ thg-t the daily sacrifice shall 
be taken awaj, and the abomination that maketh 
desolate set up, there shall be a thousand two. 
hundred and ninety days. Blessed is he that 
waiteth, and cometh to the thousand three hun- 
dred and five and thirty days.' The time of the 
commencement, both of the 1290 days and of 1335 
days, is unquestionably the same as that of the 
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1260 days. All commence at the time when 
Mohammed impiously began to take away the 
daily sacrifice of Christian worship, and to set up 
the abomination that maketh desolate in the temple 
of the New Testament church. * The setting up 
the abomination of desolation appears/ says Bishop 
Newton, Ho be a general phrase, and comprehen- 
sive of various events. It is applied by the writer 
of the first took of Maccabees (i. 54) to the pro- 
fanation of the temple by Antiochus, and the set- 
ting up the image of Jupiter Olympius upon the 
altar of God. It is applied by our Saviour (Matt, 
xxiv. 15) to the destruction of the city and temple 
by the Romans under the conduct of Titus, in the 
reign of Vespasian. It may for the same reason 
be applied to the Roman emperor Adrian's build- 
ing a temple to Jupiter Capitolinus, in the same 
place where the temple of God had stood, *and to 
the misery of the Jews and the desolation of 
Judea that followed. It may with equal justice 
be applied to the Mohammedans invading and de- 
solating Christendom, and converting the churches 
into mosques; and this latter event seemeth to have 
been particularly intended in this passage.' 
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The second of these three prophetical numbers, 
namely, 1290 years, marks another period, extend- 
ing thirty years beyond the first 1260 years. And 
it unquestionably designates an epoch in the history 
af divine providence towards the Jewish people, or 
the church, or the nations of the earth, which shall 
be signalized by some remarkable and extraordinary 
events. If, therefore, it is most probable, as we 
have already seen, that the Turkish empire shall be 
destroyed in a.d. 1882, then it is evident from this 
prediction, that in thirty years after this, namely, 
in A.D. 1912, some other great events shall take 
place, for which preparation may have been made 
during the preceding thirty years. It is impossible 
that these events can be known with certainty, 
until the prediction shall receive its fulfilment. 
But it does not seem unreasonable to suppose, that 
on the downfall of the Turkish power, the Jews, 
during these thirty years, shall return from cap- 
tivity to their own land; that they shall there be 
formed into a church, according to the laws and 
ordinances of the New Testament dispensation ; 
that they shall obtain possession of the Ijind, ^ from 
the river of Egypt unto the great river, the river 
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Euphrates/ according to the grant of that land 
which God gave to their father Abraham; and 
that they shall then become a kingdom among the 
nations of the world,? having Jerusalem, its ancient 
capital, as its seat of government. These suppo- 
sitions appear probable from what is said iii ver. 7 : 
' When God shall have accomplished to scatter 
the power of the holy people, all these things shall 
be finished/ These words plainly te^ch us tjiat 
the dispersion of the Jews is to come to an end, 
and that the holy people who are now scattered 
shall yet * be gathered out of their enemies' Idnds,' 
and brought to dwell together again as one people, 
in some favoured locality. And if so, what place 
of the world is so likely to be th6 scene of their re- 
union and residence as the land of Palestine, — the 
land promised to their fathers ^ for an everlasting 
possession'? Now, in all likelihood, these events 
shall take place at the termination of the period of 
1290 prophetical days. This appears to be the 
time when the predictions contained in Isa. Ixv. 
18-23 shall receive their full accomplishment: 
* Behold,' saith the Lord, *I create Jerusalem a 
rejoicing, and her people a joy. And I will re- 
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joice in Jerusalem, and joy in my people. . . . 
And they shall build houses, and inhabit them ; 
and they shall plant vineyards, and eat the fruit 
of them. . . . They shall not labour in vain, 
nor bring forth for trouble ; for they are the seed 
of the blessed of the Lord, and their offspring 
with them.' 
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SECTION VII. 



THE END OF THE 1335 DATS THE TIME OF THE COMMENCEMENT 

OF THE MILLENNIAL AGE. 




HE third of the three prophetic numbers 
specified in the twelfth chapter of Daniel 
marks another period of the future, 
extending forty-five years beyond the second, and 
seventy-five years beyond the first of these num- 
bers. If, therefore, the second number were to 
end in a.d. 1912, this third number must termi- 
nate in A.D. 1957. Now it is necessary here that 
we should endeavour to ascertain what those events 
in providence are, to which this third number 
refers, and with which it stands connected. And 
it appears from the context that this number de- 
signates that era in the history of the church and 
of the .world, when ^ the Lord Jesus Christ shall 
take to himself His great power, and reign' on the 
earth, and when His people shall reign with Him a 
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thousand years. For it is said, 'Blessed is he 
that waiteth, and cometh to the thousand three 
hundred and five and thirty days/ These words 
are certainly connected with the preceding pro- 
phecies, and refer to the blessedness which- the 
people of God, both Jews and Gentiles, are to 
enjoy in the millennial state of the church, after 
the four great beasts which Daniel saw coming up 
from the ,sea shall be slain ; after the little horn 
that came up among the ten horns of the fourth 
beast shall also ^ be slain, and his body destroyed, 
and given to the burning flame ;' after the stone 
cut out of the mountain without hands shall smite 
the great image Nebuchadnezzar saw in vision, 
upon his feet that were of iron and clay, and 
break them to pieces, and become a great mountain, 
and fill the whole earth ; and when ' the Ancient 
of days shall give the Son of Man dominion and 
glory, and a kingdom, that all people, nations, 
and languages should serve Him : whose dominion 
is an everlasting dominion, which shall not pass 
away, and whose kingdom that which shall not be 
destroyed.' And it is fi^rther evident from the 
context, that these words relate to the overthrow 
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of the Ottoman empire, at the end of ^a time, 
times, and an half,' when the Sultan of Con- 
stantinople is to * come to his end, and none shall 
help him;' and that they proclaim the blessedness 
which the church and the world are to realize, after 
that kingdom and all the other enemies of the 
church have been destroyed by the judgments of 
the Almighty. 

The blessedness announced in this passage pre- 
supposes the overthrow of the Ottoman empire in 
the East, and also the destruction in the West of 
the ten-homed beast of the sea, and of the two- 
homed beast of the earth spoken of in the Apoca- 
lypse, and probably that the destruction of these 
enemies of the church, and of every other form of 
tyrannical and persecuting power throughout the 
earth, would be contemporaneous events. It pre- 
supposes the ^ casting out of Satan, the prince of 
this world,' who has hitherto reigned over the 
nations by means of those idolatrous and antichris- 
tian systems of worship which he has established, 
and for ages maintained amongst them. And it 
foretells that epoch in the history of the church and* 
of the world, when the Lord Jesus Christ, after 
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avenging himself of His adversaries, would reign 
triumphantly on the earth ; when knowledge shall 
be increased, until the earth shall be filled with 
the knowledge of the glory of the Lord, as the 
waters cover the sea ; when the Lord will famish 
all the gods of the earth, and men shall worship 
Him, every one from his place, even all the isles of 
the heathen ; when the mountain of the Lord's 
house shall be established in the top of the moun- 
tains, and shall be exalted above the hills, and all 
nations shall flow unto it ; when the prediction by 
the last of the Old Testament prophets shall be 
fulfilled : * From the rising of the sun even unto 
the going down of the same, my name shall be 
great among the Gentiles ; and in every place in- 
cense shall be offered unto my name, and a pure 
offering : for my name shall be great among the 
heathen, saith the Lord of hosts ;' and when the 
kingdoms of this world shall become the kingdoms 
of our Lord, and of his Christ, and He shall reign 
for ever and ever. ^ Blessed therefore is he that 
waiteth, and cometh to the thousand three hun- 
dred and five and thirty days,' The blessedness 
announced in this passage also presupposes the

conversion of the Jews, and their restoration to 
Palestine. It stands connected with the time 
when the scattering the power of the holy people 
shall be finished, and therefore teaches us that 
these events would contribute to the blessedness of 
the church in the latter days. 

These events, and their blissful results, are pre- 
dicted in many other passages of the Scriptures, 
besides this of the prophet Daniel. The Jews, 
saith Christ, * shall fall by the edge of the sword, 
and shall be led away captive into all nations ; 
and Jerusalem shall be trodden down of the 
Gentiles, until the times of the Gentiles be ful- 
filled.' It is evident from this passage that God 
would not only send the Jews into captivity among 
all nations, and give the Gentiles possession of 
Jerusalem and dominion over Palestine on account 
of their unbelief ; but that He would as certainly 
deliver them from these judgments, and restore 
them to the possession of their ancient city and 
the land of Israel, after they shall repent of their 
sins, and believe that Jesus of Nazareth is the 
Shiloh promised to their fathers. And, moreover, 
when the Apostle Paul tells us that the fulness of 
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the Gentiles shall be contemporaneous with, or 
an immediate sequence of, the conversion of the 
Jewish people to the faith of the gospel, saying, 
*Now, if the fall of them be the riches of the 
worid, and the diminishing of them the riches of 
the Gentiles, how much more their fulness?' (Rom. 
xi. 12) ; it is also evident that the conversion of 
the Jews to the faith they now destroy, and their 
reception into the fellowship of the Christian 
church, shall be the riches of the Gentiles, and 
a means of supplying the nations of the earth 
with the invaluable blessings of the gospel, — ^ the 
unsearchable riches of Christ.' When he further 
says (ver. 15), ^ If the casting away of them be 
the reconciling of the world, what shall the receiv- 
ing of them be, but life from the dead*?' it is 
also evident that the conversion of the Jews is 
to precede that great change or moral revolution 
which is to usher in the millennial state of the 
church. The receiving of them into the Chris- 
tian church is to be ^ life from the dead,' — life to 
the nations of the earth from the death of sin, 
from Ignorance, idolatry, superstition, and unbelief ; 
and life to the churches that are ready to die, and 
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which have only a name to live, while they are 
dead. And lastly, when he tells us (ver. 25) 
^that blindness in part is happened to Israel, 
until the fulness of the Gentiles be come in,' do 
not his words assure us that the judicial blindness 
of the Jewish mind shall eventually be removed ; 
and that the time when their eyes shall be opened 
to perceive the truth as it is in Jesus, is the time 
when the fulness of the Gentiles shall come in, 
and all the ends of the earth shall see tl^e salva- 
tion of our God? 

If, according to these passages of Scripture, the 
spread of the gospel throughout all the nations of 
the earth, and the introduction of the millennial 
age, are events that shall be contemporaneous with 
the conversion of the Jews, or an immediate 
sequence of it ; then it is probable that these ends 
shall be effected by God, not merely by means 
of the missionary efforts of churches among the 
Gentiles, but especially by the missionary zeal 
and labours of these new converts to Christianity. 
The truth of this assumption appears to be estab- 
lished by the word of God, when He says, ^ I will 
set a sign among them, and I will send those that 
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escape of them unto the nations, to Tarshish, Pul, 
and Lud, that draw the bow, to Tubal and Javan, 
to the isles afar off, that hav^ not heard my fame, 
neither have seen my glory ; and they shall 
declare my glory among the Gentiles. . . . 
And I will also take of them for priests, and for 
Levites, saith the Lord. For as the new heavens, 
and the new earth, which I will make, shall remain 
before me, saith the Lord, so shall your seed and 
your name remain' (Isa. Ixvi. 19, 21, 22). 

^It is easy to see,' says Barnes on Rom. xi. 12, 
* that if the Jewish people should be converted to 
the Christian faith, they would have facilities for 
spreading the truth which the church has never 
had without them. 1. They are scattered in all 
nations, and have access to all people. 2. Their 
conversion after so long unbelief, would have all 
the power and influence of a miracle performed in 
view of all nations. It would be seen why they 
had been preserved, and their conversion would be 
a most striking fulfilment of the prophecies. 3. 
They are familiar with the languages of the world, 
and their conversion would at once establish many 
Christian missionaries in the heart of all the king- 
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doms of the world. It would be kindling at once 
a thousand lights in all the dark places of the 
earth. 4. The JewB have shown that they are 
eminently fitted to spread the true religion. It 
was hy Jews converted to Christianity that the 
gospel was first spread. Each of the apostles was 
a Jew; and they have lost none of the ardour, 
enterprise, and zeal that always charactered their 
nation. Their conversion would -be, therefore, to 
give to the church a host of missionaries prepared 
for their work, familiar with all customs, Ian- 
guages, and climes, and already in the heart of 
all kingdoms, and with facilities for their work in 
advance' which others must gain only by the slow 
toil of many years.' If the Jews were converted 
to Christianity, would they not be better prepared 
than any people to speak to all nations, in their 
own tongues, the wonderful works of God ? And 
is it not probable that this gift of tongues, though 
obtained without a miracle, would be productive 
of the most blissful results to the world, — ^results 
resembling those which signalized the day of Pen- 
tecost, and the apostolic age of the church ? 
On the whole, if the rise of the Ottoman empire 
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took place in A.D. 622, when Mohammed began to 
propagate his religion by the sword, and which is 
reckoned by the Moslems the first year of the 
Hejira; then it follows, according to these pro- 
phecies of Daniel, that the destruction of that 
empire may be expected at the end of ^ a time, 
times, and a half,' or of 1260 prophetical days, 
counting from that year, namely, in a.d. 1882. 
It also follows that Daniel's second number of * a 
thousand two hundred and ninety days' shall 
terminate thirty years after the first, namely, in 
A.D. 1912. During these thirty additional years, 
the Jews, as we have seen, are to return to their 
own land, and at the end thereof shall be fully 
organized into a Christian church. And finally, 
it follows that the third number, ^the thousand 
three hundred and five and thirty days,' shall 
terminate forty-five years after the second number, 
namely, in A.D. 1957. During these forty-five 
additional years, the Jewish church, now scriptu- 
rally organized, is, as we have seen, to co-operate 
with the churches of the Gentiles in sending mis-, 
sionaries into all lands, that the earth may be filled 
with the knowledge of the glory of the Lord as 
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the waters cover the sea ; for when the thousand 
three hundred and five and thirty years — after the 
rise of the Mohammedan empire, and after the 
setting up of the abomination that maketh desolate 
in the temple of the New Testament church — shall 
have come to an end, it is said, * Blessed is he 
that waiteth, and cometh to the thousand three 
hundred and five and thirty days.' 
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SECTION VIII. 

THE TIME AND DURATION OF THE MILLENNIAL AGE. 

LESSED is he that waiteth and cometh 
to the thousand three hundred and 
five and thirty days.' These words 
evidently teach us two things : — Fir8t^ that the 
miHennial age is to commence at the end of these 
prophetical days ; and secondly ^ that men are then 
to be blessed in a manner and to a degree alto- 
gether unprecedented in the history of the world. 

The millennial age is to commence at the end of 
these prophetical days. This is the time when the 
promise of God shall be fully accomplished : ^ Be- 
hold, I create new heavens and a new earth, and 
the former shall not be remembered, nor come 
into mind. But be ye glad, and rejoice for ever 
in that which I create ; for, behold, I create Jeru- 
salem a rejoicing, and her people a joy ' (Isa. Ixv. 
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17, 18). This promise, no doubt, primarily refers 
to the abolition of the Jewish economy, and to 
the introduction and establishment of the New^ 
Testament dispensation by our Lord- and His 
apostles at the fulness of time. It is not, however, 
to be regarded as fully accomplished in the apos- 
tolic age. God then only began to create that 
new state of the church, or these new heavens 
which were ^ to remain before Him.' He is still 
carrying on this work, and will not finish it until 
the commencement of the, millennial age. Accord- 
ingly we find that the Apostle John, in the visions 
of Patmos, saw and described that work as only 
then completed. * I saw,' says he, ^ a new heaven 
and a new earth: for the first heaven and the first 
earth were passed away ; and there was no more 
sea. And I John saw the holy city, new Jeru- 
salem, coming down from God out of heaven, pre- 
pared as a bride adorned for her husband ' (Rev. 
XXI. 1, 2). 

There is an instructive analogy between the 
creation of the first heaven which had passed 
away, and the creation of that new heaven which 
John saw. God began to create the old heavens 

M 
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of the typical dispensation in the days of our first 
parents, but He did not finish this work until the 
days of David, when He set a typical king upon 
His holy hill of Zion, and when, under his admini- 
stration, He gave His people victory over all their 
enemies, and the undisturbed possession of the 
promised land as their appointed inheritance. It 
was then only that the heavens of the Old 
Testament church were spread over the land of 
Palestine, and appeared to men in the fulness and 
perfection of their typical glory. In like manner, 
the new heaven of the New Testament church 
was not created in one age. The heavens of the 
Jewish church were shaken and removed in the 
days of our Saviour and of His apostles, and God 
then began to create that new heaven ^ which shall 
remain before Him ;' but He will not finish this 
work according to His promise, until He give His 
people, under their true King, the antitypical David, 
victory over all their enemies, and the peaceful 
possession of the whole earth as the great and 
chosen scene of Christian worship and of man's 
salvation. ^ The heathen are to be given Him fo^ 
His inheritance, and the uttermost part of the earth 
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for His possession.' It is only when fire from heaven 
shall have consumed all tyrannical power, and all 
idolatrous and antichristian systems of supersti- 
tion; when the heavens of the New Testament 
church, like the natural heavens, shall encircle the 
whole earth, and when her skies shall pour down 
righteousness on all people, — ^that God's work in 
creating them shall be finished, and His promise 
by Isaiah and the vision of John completely 
realized. 

The time when this new heaven and new earth 
are to appear in the perfection of their millennial 
glory, is the time when the one thousand three 
hundred and five and thirty days shall have come 
to an end. This is the time when ^ the prince of 
this world is to be cast out ; ' when the supremacy 
of the Lord Jesus Christ shall be universally 
acknowledged in the earth ; and when all kings 
shall fall down before Him, and all nations shall 
serve Him. Satan obtained dominion over the 
human race in Paradise, and has hitherto reigned 
in our world. In particular, he has for ages 
maintained his usurped dominion over man, under 
the Persian, Babylonian, Grecian, and Roman 
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monarchies, — ^ the four great beasts that came up 
from the sea' (Dan. vii. 3), — by inducing these 
powers to establish various systems of idolatry, 
of antichristianism, and of superstition and will- 
worship in their respective dominions, and to 
compel their subjects to support them. But at 
this time the Lord Jesus Christ is to destroy the 
last of these four monarchies, and to take to him- 
self His great power, and to reign on the earth. 
^ I beheld,' says Daniel, ^ till the thrones were cast 
down, and the Ancient of days did sit. ... I 
beheld even till the beast was slain, and his body 
destroyed and given to the burning flame. . -. . 
And, behold, one like the Son of man came with 
the clouds of heaven, and came to the Ancient 
of days, and they brought Him near before Him, 
and there was given Him dominion, and gloiy, and 
a kingdom, that all people, nations, and languages 
should serve Him : His dominion is an everlasting 
dominion, which shall not pass away, and His 
kingdom that which shall not be destroyed' (Dan. 
vii. 9, 11, 13, 14). *And the seventh angel 
sounded,' says John ; * and there were great voices 
in heaven, saying. The kingdoms of this world are 
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become the kingdoms of our Lord, and of His 
Christ; and He shall reign for ever and ever' 
(Rev. xi. 15). These passages plainly teach us, 
that the thrones of iniquity are all to be cast 
down, and mankind emancipated from the bon- 
dage under which they have hitherto groaned, and 
that the Son of man is to obtain dominion over 
all nations. And they further teach us, that the 
time of the reign of the Redeemer over all people 
is ta be prolonged to a period far beyond that of 
the reign of the four great beasts which Daniel 
saw come up from the sea. These have reigned 
in the World now nearly two and a half thousand 
years ; but the reign of the Son of man over all 
people, nations, and languages, when contrasted 
with the time of their rule, is in these passages com- 
pared to the days of eternity. 'His dominion,' 
says Daniel, Hs an everlasting dominion, which 
shall not pass away, and His kingdom that which 
shall not.be destroyed.' And when the kingdoms 
of this world are become the kingdoms of our 
Lord and of His Christ, the Apostle John says, 
' He shall reign for ever and ever.' 

The time during which the Redeemer is to have 
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dominion over all people, nations, and languages, 
by means of His word and ordinances, and of 
His regenerated people, is distinctly specified by 
John in a subsequent vision. ' I saw,' says he, < an 
angel come down from heaven. . . . And he 
laid hold on the dragon, that old serpent, which is 
the devil, and Satan, and bound him a thousand 
years, and cast him into the bottomless pit, and 
shut him up, and spt a seal upon him, that he 
should deceive the nations no more till the thousand 
years should be fulfilled ' (Eev. xx. 1-3). Now if 
these thousand years are to be regarded not as 
natural but as prophetical years, according to the 
established principle of interpreting prophetic time, 
then it follows that the Saviour is to reign on the 
earth during the long period of three hundred and 
sixty thousand solar years. The contrast that is 
made by Daniel between the time of the dominion 
of the four great beasts that came up from the sea, 
and the time of the dominion of the Son of man 
over all people, nations, and languages, appears to 
require this interpretation of them ; for if the time 
of their rule is now nearly two and a half thousand 
years, would not their dominion be of longer dura- 
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tion than His^ if these thousand years were under- 
stood literally ? And on this principle of interpre- 
tation, how could the dominion of the Son of man 
be described as 'an everlasting dominion' when 
contrasted with theirs; or how could His reign over 
the kingdoms of the world, when these had become 
the kingdoms of our Lord and His Christ, be said 
to continue 'for ever and ever'? But if these 
thousand years are intei^reted prophetically, how 
expressive is the language, and how significant and 
striking is the contrast between the time of the 
Kedeemer^s dominion over all people, nations, and 
languages, and that of the ' four great beasts that 
came up from the sea' 1 If the millennial state of 
the church and of the world is to continue during 
the space of 360,000 years ; if, according to the 
promise of the covenant,- the Messiah ' shall pro^ 
long His daysy and the pleasure of the Lord shall 
prosper in His hands ; ' and if He shall reign 
triumphantly on the earth during this long period, 
blessing the greater number of its inhabitants with 
the unsearchable riches of His grace, — what an 
interest does this view of the subject impart to the 
world as the scene of Christ's triumphs over the 
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works of the devil and of man's salvation 1 What a 
glory does it shed on His sacrificial death, of which 
all this is the fruit and reward! What length 
of days' does it give for the manifestation of divine 
benevolence, and mercy to sinful and perishing 
men ! What a harmonious proportionateness does 
it indicate between the greatness of the love of 
God, the costliness of the means of man's redemp- 
tion, and the greatness of the ends to be effected 
by them! And. if the reign of Emmanuel — the 
reign of truth, of righteousness, and of love— is 
to be prolonged through so many thousand years, 
does not His kingdom rise on the view as invested 
with a grandeur and a glory, which, even in regard 
to the time of its duration and ascendency on the 
earth, far sjirpasses that of all worldly kingdoms ? 
And does it not warrant us to hope, that the greater 
number of the human race shall eventually be 
saved from the ruins of the fall, and that the. 
Redeemer shall be glorified in the greatness of the 
number of those whom He saves, as truly as in 
the character of the salvation which He bestows on 
them? 
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SECTION IX. 



THK BLESSEDNESS OF THE HIIXENNIAL AGE. 




HESE words, 'BLESSED is he that 
waiteth and cometh to the thousand 
three hundred and five and thirty days,' 
further teach us, that the church in the millennial 
age, after these dsiys have come to an end, is to enter 
on a state of blessedness altogether unprecedented 
in any former period of her history. And if so, vre 
are naturally led to ask. Wherein does this blessed- 
ness consist? The Scriptures do not leave us 
without information on this interesting subject. 
They teach us in general, that as misery is the 
effect of sin, so true happiness is the effect of , holi- 
ness ; and consequently that the greater blessed- 
ness of the church in the latter than in the former 
days is to be ascribed to that pre-eminent degree 
of holiness which she shall then attain, and which 

N 
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is to form her chief characteristic and glory. Her 
name then is, * That,great city, the holy Jerusalem^ 
' And in that day,' says Zechariah, ^ there shall be 
no more the Canaanite in the house of the Lord of 
hosts.' Holiness is her crown of glory, and the 
grand element of her blessedness. It would occupy 
too much of our space to adduce all those texts of 
Scripture which prove the truth of this statement, 
and which foretell those great and blissful changes 
that are to be effected in religious and civil society 
at the time when God shall create *the new heavens 
and the new earth, wherein dwelleth righteousness,^ 
We only request the careful attention of the reader 
to the following predictions. ^Therefore shall 
Zion for your sake be ploughed as a field, and 
Jerusalem shall become heaps, and the mountain of 
the house as the high places of the forest. But in 
the last days it shall come to pass, that the moun- 
tain of the house of the Lord shall be established 
in the top of the mountains, and it shall be ex- 
alted above the hills, and people shall flow unto it. 
And many nations shall come, and say. Come, and 
let us go up to the mountain of the Lord, and to 
the house of the God of Jacob ; and He will teach 
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us of His ways, and we will walk in His paths : for 
the law shall go forth of Zion, and the word of the 
Lord from Jerusalem. And He shall judge among 
many people, and rebuke strong nations afar off; 
and they shall beat their swords into ploughshares, 
and their spears into pruning-hooks : nation shaU 
not lift up a sword against nation, neither shall 
they learn war any more. But they shall sit every 
man under his vine, and under his fig-tree ; and 
none shall make them afraid: for the mouth 
of the Lord of hosts hath spoken it' (Micah 
iii. 12, iv. 1-5). This passage unquestionably 
refers to glorious times and events that are still 
future. ^ Its grand accomplishment must be future ; 
for the Scripture cannot be broken, and the nations 
have not yet so submitted to the Prince of Peace 
as to beat their swords into ploughshares, nor has 
war ceased to be a science and a profession.' And 
it gives us a very full and luminous description of 
- the state of the church and of the world during the 
millennial age. 

Whatever reference these words, * Therefore 
shall Zion for your sake be ploughed as a field, 
and Jerusalem shall become heaps, and the moun- 
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tain of the house as the high places of the forest/ 
may have had to the destruction of Jerusalem, first 
by the Chaldeans and afterwards by the Bomans ; 
neyertheless they refer ultimately to the destruc- 
tion of that city by the Mohammedan power, and 
foretell the continuance of its desolations until ' the 
last days,' when the prophecies contained in the 
subsequent verses are to receive their fulfilment. 
The Mast days,' or latter days, is an expression 
often used in Scripture to denote the times of the 
New Testament dispensation, and in this place the 
time obviously when the Saviour is to take to Him- 
self His great power and to reign on the earth. 

Previous to this era the kingdoms of the world 
have had the pre-eminence in the earth, and the 
kingdom of Christ has been comparatively a small 
kingdom, and subjected in a greater or lesser 
degree to their tyrannical and persecuting power. 
But at this time the kingdom of Christ shall attain 
its promised greatness and glory, and have ascen- 
dency over all the nations of the earth. * In the 
last days it shall come to pass, saith the Lord, that 
the mountain of the house of the Lord shall be 
established in the top of the mountains, and it 
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shall be exalted above the hills.' And in this 
exalted position it shall give law to the world, and 
direct men in all matters of faith and practice. 

* The beam that shines from Zion hill, 

Shall lighten every land ; 
The King who reigns in Salem's towers 
Shall all the world command/ 

Previous to this era the boundaries of the king- 
dom of Christ were limited to certain favoured 
localities, and the number both of its professed 
and true subjects was comparatively few. But at 
this time its boundaries shall be commensurate 
with the habitable globe, and its comprehensive 
charities shall embrace the whole family of man. 
^ All nations,' saith Isaiah, in the parallel passage, 
' shall flow unto it.' ^ From the rising of the sun,' 
says Malachi, * unto the going down of the same,' 
my name shall be great among the Gentiles ; and 
in every place incense shall be offered unto my 
name, and a pure offering : for my name shall be 
great among the heathen, saith the Lord of hosts.' 

Previous to this era that selfishness which is 
peculiar to fallen humanity influenced sinners to 
look every man on his own things, and not on the 
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things of others, and restrained even Christians 
from putting forth their individual and united 
efforts so decidedly as they ought to have done, for 
the salvation of their fellow-men. But at this 
time all shall feel the obligation of the divine law, 
^Thou shalt love thy neighbour as thyself;' and 
call on their fellow-sinners to unite with them in 
observing the appointed means of grace, that they 
may be saved. None shall act on the selfish prin- 
ciple of Cain, * Am I my brother's keeper! ' Hence 
it is said, ^ Many nations shall come, and say. Come, 
and let us go up to the mountain of the Lord, and 
to the house of the God of Jacob.' 

Previoiis to this era, ignorance, error, and super- 
stition prevailed in the world : darkness covered 
the earth, and gross darkness the people. But at 
this time the darkness that covers the earth is all 
to be dispelled, and men are to enjoy a long and 
unclouded day of light and prosperity. ^The 
Lord,' says Micah, *will teach us of His ways.' 
And when the Lord will teach the nations, shall 
they not then be delivered from ignorance and 
superstition, learn the lessons of truth and holiness, 
and progressively increase in knowledge, till the 
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earth shall be full of the knowledge . of the Lord, 
as the waters cover the sea f * The light of the 
moon shall be as the light of the sun, and the light 
of the sun shall be sevenfold as the light of seven 
days, in the day that the Lord bindeth up the 
breach of His people, and healeth the stroke of 
their wound.' 

Previous to this era the world was lying in 
wickedness, and many of the churches caUing 
themselves Christian were mere worldly sanctu- 
aries, regulated on questions of government, doc- 
trine, and worship, by the edicts of kings and the 
will of ambitious ecclesiastics, and not by the law 
and testimony of Jesus. Yea, even the church 
of Christ herself was often faithless to her Lord, 
by not conforming in every department of her 
administration to His revealed will, as the all- 
perfect standard of faith and practice, from which 
there is no appeal; and especially by admitting 
into or retaining in her fellowship persons who 
were of the World, and who walked not after the 
Spirit. But at this time the church of Christ in 
all lands shall be organized in regard to govern- 
ment, doctrine, worship, and discipline, in con- 
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f ormity with the word of God, and according to 
the model of the apostolic church, and thus he- 
come in reality what her name indicates, 'That 
great city, the holy Jerusalem.' Her constitution 
and administration of divine ordinances shall he 
scriptural, her fellowship comparatively pure, and 
her members pre-eminently holy, — walking like 
Zacharias and Elizabeth of old in all the com- 
mandments and ordinances of the Lord blameless. 
Hence it is here said, *The God of Jacob will 
teach us of His ways, and we will walk in His pathsJ* 
Previous to this era the professed people of 
God were divided in Jacob and scattered in Israel, 
in the cloudy and dark day of antichristian rule, 
and wasted their strength in strife 'with each other 
about their sectional differences, in place of putting 
forth their united efforts for the subjugation of the 
world to the government and laws of the divine 
Redeemer. But at this time all the tribes of the 
New Testament Israelites shall see eye to eye 
on the subjects that at present divide them ; be 
gathered together and organized into one church, 
under the government x)f their common Lord ; 
and walk as one people in the fellowship of the 
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gospel, keeping the unity of the Spirit in the bond 
of peace. Hence many nations are represented 
in this prophecy as one people ^ going up to the 
mountain of the Lord/ the central and pre-emi- 
nent object of attraction and influence on the 
earth, and as brethren dwelling together in unity 
^in the house of the God of Jacob.' ^O Zion, 
thy God reigneth : thy watchmen shall lift up 
the voice ; with the voice together shall they sing ; 
for they shall see eye to eye, when the Lord shall 
bring again Zion.' 

Previous to this era the wickedness of man was 
great in the earth, and the earth was filled with 
violence. And the Lord^ frequently came out of 
His place, and sent the sword among them, as one 
of those sore judgments by which He -punishes 
the nations for their iniquities. And when the 
Lord hath a controversy with the nations, and 
pleads with all flesh, and gives them that are 
wicked to the sword, how terrible are His judg- 
ments ! The amount of suffering which men have 

inflicted on their fellow-men by deeds of carnage, 
of rapine, and of villany in wars of civil strife, or 

of ambition and conquest, exceeds all computation. 

o 
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But at this time the gospel of peace and goodwill 
toward men shall obtain ascendency in the earth, 
and the nations shall be delivered from the alarm 
and evils of war, and enjoy the blessings of peace. 
Amidst the wars and commotions which are to 
precede and issue in the destruction of the anti- 
christian kingdoms of the West, and the Moham- 
medan power of the East ; when many shall be 
anxiously putting the question, ' O thou sword of 
the Lord, how long will it be ere thou be quiet ? ' 
— then shall the Lord give the command to it, * Put 
up thyself into thy scabbard, rest, and be still.' 
And when the Lord God shall issue this command, 
then wars shall cease unto the end of the earth. 
And all nations of men that dwell on all the face 
of the earth, regarding themselves as made of one 
blood, and bound together by the ties of a common 
brotherhood, shall not wage war against each other, 
as in the times of their ignorance and barbarity, 

but 

^ Shall hang the trumpet in the hall, 
And study war no more.' 

Hence it is said in the words of this prophecy, 
^ They shall beat their swords into ploughshares. 
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and their spears into pruning-hooks ; nation shall 
not lift up a sword against nation, neither shall they 
learn war any more.' *The wolf and the lamb 
shall feed together, and the lion shall eat straw 
like the bullock, and dust shall be the serpent's 
meat ; they shall not hurt nor destroy in all my 
holy mountain, saith the Lord.' 

Previous to this era, when war prevailed in the 
earth, the inhabitants of many lands were often 
distressed on every side by fear for the sword of 
the enemy, exposed to the loss of life, liberty, and 
property, and afflicted with the evils of poverty. 
But at this time the whole earth shall be at rest, 
and quiet from fear of evil ; and men, no longer 
fighting against their fellow-men, shall cultivate 
only the arts of peaceful industry, and enjoy the 
fruits of their labour. As *Judah and Israel 
dwelt safely, every man under his vine and under 
his fig-tree, from Dan even to Beersheba, all the 
days of Solomon ; ' so all the nations of the earth 
shall dwell 1 in safety, and enjoy the blessings of 
peace under the reign of the Prince of Peace. 
Hence, says Micah, * And they shall sit, every man 
under his vine and under his fig-tree, and none 
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shall make them afraid; for. the mouth of the 
Lord of hosts hath spoken it/ ^ They shall build 
houses/ says Isaiah^ ^ and inhabit them ; and they 
shall plant vineyards, and eat the fruit of them. 
They shall not build and another inhabit; they 
shall not plant and another eat : for as the days of 
a tree are the days of my people, and mine elect 
shall long enjoy the work of their hands.' 
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SECTION X. 



THE AGENCY AND MEANS BY WHICH THE MILLENNIAL STATE OF 
THE CHURCH IS TO BE EFFECTED. 




E shall conclude this treatise by directing 
the attention of the reader to the 
agency and means by which these 
greai; moral revolutions and blissful changes in the 
church and in the world are to be effected, as 
these are revealed in that passage of the prophecies 
of Micah to which our attention has just been 
directed. 

Firsty These changes are to he effected hy the judg- 
ments of God. — ^The Lord/ says the prophet, 
' shall judge among many people, and rebuke strong 
nations afar off' (Micah iv. 3). The church, 
therefore, in this epoch of her history, according to 
this prediction, is to be redeemed with judgments, 
like the Israelites from Egypt and from Babylon. 
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The Apostle John tells us that God is utterly to 
destroy, by the seven vials of Hi^ wrath, the three 
great enemies who for ages have oppressed and 
persecuted His church in the West ; namely, the 
dragon, the ten-homed beast of the sea, and the 
two-homed beast of the earth. And Daniel tells 
us that the Almighty is also utterly to destroy the 
Mohammedan power in the East, by His righteous 
judgments^ *He shall come to his end,' says he, ^and 
none shall help him ; ' and again, that at the time of 
its destruction ' the scattering the power of the holy 
people shall be finished.' It is evident that the 
thrones of iniquity and the altars of idolatry and 
superstition must all be destroyed, ere the Lord God 
will cause righteousness and peace to spring forth 
before all the nations. The Apostle John assures 
us, that the first heaven and the first earth (the 
past and present condition of civil and ecclesiastical 
society) must pass away, ere the saying of Him 
that sits upon the throne, ^ Behold I make all things 
new,' can be realized. ^ The phoenix of new in- 
stitutions can only arise out. of the conflagration 
and ashes of the old. And who can tell what 
convulsions shall attend the death agonies of old 
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systems, and the birth-throes of the new era I' 
Who can tell the nature, extent, and duration 
of those divine judgments whereby the existing 
condition of things in all lands, whether civil or 
religious, is to be changed and pass away ? But 
ignorant as we may be of these subjects, we know 
that this new order of things shall, amid other 
causes, be ushered in by the judgments of the 
Almighty. ^ Thus saith the Lord God, I will over- 
turn, overturn, overturn . . . until He come, 
whose right it is, and I will give it Him.' We 
know that these judgments shall be effective, and 
issue in the destruction of all antichristian powers, 
and in the establishment of the kingdom of God 
in Its purity, spirituality, and glory among all 
nations. ' When thy judgments are in the earth, 
the inhabitants of the world will learn righteous- 
ness.' And we also know that these judgments 
shall be distinguished by their awful and unpre- 
cedented severity. *Then,' says Daniel, ^ there 
shall be a time of trouble, such as never was since 
there was a nation, even to that same time.' 

Secondly^ These changes are to he effected by 
means of the word of God and the agency of His 
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people. — ^ The law/ says the prophet Micah, ^ shall 
go forth of Zion, and the word of the Lord from 
Jerusalem.* The judgments of the Almighty shall 
destroy the antichristian systems of the West, and 
the Mohammedan power and delusions of the 

§ 

East, and remove all those strongholds by which 
Satan has maintained for ages his dominion in the 
world. But they cannot regenerate the depraved 
heart of man, and establish that kingdom in the 
earth, which consists * in righteousness, and peace, 
and joy in the Holy Ghost.' No, the Most High 
accomplishes these ends by means of the word 
of the Lord which goeth forth from Jerusalem. 
It is ^not by might, nor by power, but by my 
Spirit, saith the Lord of hosts.' The glorious 
gospel of the blessed God, as it is the only means 
by which, sinners have been regenerated and saved 
in the -ages that are past, and by which they 
are regenerated and saved now ; so it is the means 
by which the great moral revolution that is to 
bless the world in the millennial age is to be 
effected, and by which all the ends of the earth 
are to see the salvation of our God. Agriculture, 
science;^ and the arts, may furnish an abundant 
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and suitable supply of such things as are neces- 
sary for the sustenance and comfort of man on 
the earth. Commerce and freedom of trade may 
bind the nations together by the ties of mutual 
interest and dependence, and show them the im- 
policy of war, and the advantages of peaceful 
industry. Education may elevate men in the 
scale of intelligence, and make them more useful 
members of society. The freedom of the press 
and the liberty of public discussion may expose 
and check many of the abuses of secular legis- 
lation, and effect great and desirable changes 
in the constitution and administration of civil 
government, and in the established customs of 
society. Magistrates may remove every legal ob- 
stacle that impedes the introduction and progress 
of Christianity among their subjects. These and 
other agencies may ameliorate the condition of the 
nations, and change to sqme extent the institutions 
and customs of the world; but none of these 
agencies separately, nor all of them unitedly, can 
deliver man from that state of moral degradation 
and misery into which he has fallen by .transgres- 
sion, or make his condition on earth truly blessed. 
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or prepare him for the habitation of the heavens. 
No, the gospel of the grace of God, — ^ the word of 
the Lord that goeth forth from Jerusalem,' — when 
accompanied with the special and efficacious in- 
fluences of the Holy Spirit, is the only means by 
which these all-important ends can be obtained. 
* There is a good time coming ; but that time, 
come when it may, will not be brought about by 
the law of an infallible development, by a principle 
of growth and progress inherent in humanity, as a 
consequence of that system of improvement and 
those processes of education upon which the world 
seems to be placing its reliance, but by an agency 
and means that are supernatural and gracious. Of 
nothing can we be more certain than of this, that 
it is not a blind chance which presides over the 
revolutions of states, the rise and fall of empires, 
and the destruction of antichristian systems of 
superstition, but an all-wise and all-powerful Pro- 
vidence, directing and controlling all events for the 
benefit of the world and the salvation of sinful 
men ; and that there can be no hope of real and 
lasting progress in society, whether civil or eccle- 
siastical, and of human salvation, apart from super- 
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natural interference, and the regeneration and new 
creative power of that divine grace which tran- 
scends mei:e natural conditions and causes. Over 
the wheels of providence, according to the sublime 
vision of Ezekiel, " is the appearance of the likeness 
of the glory of the Lord."' 

The gospel has always been the means that God 
has employed in regenerating the depraved heart 
of man. It was the means by which He accom- 
plished that revival of religion and conversion of 
sinners to the faith of Christ, that commenced on 
the day of Pentecost, and distinguished the apostolic 
age. And it is the means by which the conversion 
of the world to Christianity shall be effected in 
the latter days. * I saw,' says the Apostle John, 
* another angel fly in the midst of heaven, having 
the everlasting gospel to preach unto them that 
dwell on the earth, and to every nation, and 
kindred, and tongue, and people ;' and he describes 
the result of this agency and means in a subse- 
quent vision, ^ And the earth was lightened with 
His glory.' Hence we find in the prediction 
under consideration, that this is assigned as the 
reason why all nations go up to the mountain of 
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the Lord; and to the house of the God of Jacob ; 
* for the law shall go forth of 'Zion, and the word 
of the Lord from Jerusalem.' 

If these names Zion and Jerusalem ^are to be 
understood literally^ as in the last verse of the 
precedtag chapter,-and there appears to be no 
valid reason wh j we should put a different meaning 
on them in another clause of the same paragraph, 
— then the prediction teaches us that the law shall 
go forth of Zion, and the word of the Lord from 
Jerusalem, as places now inhabited by Christians, 
and where churches, organized according to the 
model of the apostolic church, shall not only exist, 
but be active in sending the gospel to all nations. 
As it was from the Christian church first estab- 
lished in Jerusalem that the apostles went forth, 
according to the command of their Lord, into all 
the world to preach the gospel to every creature ; 
so, according to this view of the passage, something 
analogous to that shall take place in the latter days. 
The Christian churches of the Jews planted in 
Jerusalem and Palestine are again to be honoured 
of God to labour in the cause of the Redeemer, 
and are zealously to co-operate with the churches 
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of the Gentiles in missionary operations^ that the 
gospel may be made known to all nations for the 
obedience of faith. * If the casting away of them 
be the reconciling of the world, what shall the 
receiving of them be, but life from the dead ?' 

Yea, further, may not Jerusalem, as in the days 
of the Old Testament dispensation, again become 
the capital of the religious world, — the metropolis of 
the kingdom of God, not merely in Palestine, but 
throughout the whole earth? The psalmist, in 
describing the form of government under the Old 
Testament dispensation, says, ^ There are set' (or, 
do sit) ' thrones of judgment, the thrones of the 
house of David ' (Ps. cxxii. 5). That government 
sitting in Jerusalem extended over the whole land 
of Palestine, and formed one element in the unity 
of the Jewish church. And may not something 
analogous to this characterize the antitypical dis- 
pensation during the millennial age I The princi- 
pal elements in the unity of the church are un- 
questionably the knowledge of Christ, faith in His 
name, love and gratitude to E[im, and obedience to 
His laws. But this unity would neither be com- 
plete nor apparent unless her office-bearers and 
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members were associated together in one church, 
under that scriptural form of ecclesiastical govern- 
ment which the Lord Jesus Christ has appointed 
in the New Testament church. And do not the 
Scriptures warrant us to expect this visible mani- 
festation of the unity of the church in the latter 
days ? ^ It shall be in that day/ says the prophet 
Zechariah, * that living waters shall go out from 
Jerusalem. . . . And the Lord shall be King 
over all the earth. In that day shall there be one 
Lord, and His name One ' (Zech. xiv. 8, 9). There 
is only one Lord, and there has always been only 
one form of ecclesiastical government sanctioned 
by His authority ; and consequently these words, 
as a prophecy, must refer, not to the reality of 
this unity, but to the visible manifestation of its 
existence, and its acknowledgment by all the 
nations of the earth. And they evidently teach 
us that the churches of Christ in all lands shall 
appear in the latter days to be one kingdom, under 
one King, and under one form of ecclesiastical 
government and administration. ^ The Lord shall 
be King over all the earth.' And further, they 
seem to teach us, that the manifestation of this 
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unity stands connected with Jerusalem, the city 
of the great King ; for it is added, ^ In that day 
shall there be' (namely, in Jerusalem, as that is the 
place to which the adverb ^ there ' refers, ver. 8) 
*one Lord, and his name One.' 

Believing as we do that the Presbyterian form 
of ecclesiastical government, which consists in the 
parity of official power amongst its eldership, the 
subordination of sessions and presbyteries to the 
representative or general assembly of the whole 
church, and the right of appeal to all her office- 
bearers and members from inferior to superior 

• 

judicatories, is that form of government which the 
Lord Jesus Christ has established in His church ; 
it may not seem altogether fanciful to suppose, 
that while the churches in every land are under 
the superintendence of their several representative 
assemblies, they shall nevertheless send delegates, 
to meet at fixed periods in a general assembly of 
all the churches throughout the world ; that this 
assembly shall receive and publish reports from 
these delegates regarding the state and progress 
jof religion in their respective countries ; and that 
it shall deliberate about the affairs of the kingdom 
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of Christy and take order judicially that its laws 
and ordinances are scriptorally administerecC in all 
the nations of the earth. Nor does it seem alto- 
gether fanciful to suppose, that the place of the 
meeting of this general assembly shall be Jeru- 
salem. There may then be in Jerusalem, for 
aught that appears to the contrary, Hhrones of 
judgment, the thrones of the house of the anti- 
typical David.' If there shall ever be a general 
assembly of all the churches of the world, it is 
evident, from ther /geographical position of Jeru- 
salem, that there is no place of the earth So suitable, 
so accessible to all people, and so hallowed and 
interesting by its historical and sacred associations, 
as this city. If these suppositions were realized, 
would not Jerusalem become again the centre of 
ecclesiastical influence to the world I Would not 
the law then literally * go forth of Zion, and the 
Word of the Lord from Jerusalem, as in the days 
of old '? And would not these events furnish the 
world with a striking and visible manifestation 
of the unity of the church, and of the absolute 
supremacy of Christ as ^ King over all the earth, 
— that there is one Lord, and His name One' I 
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But if, when it is said, ^ The law shall go forth 
of Zion, and the word of the Lord from Jerusalem,' 
the names of these places are to be understood 
symbolically, and are used to denote, as they fre- 
quently do, the church of Christ in New Testa- 
ment times, then the preceding exposition is only 
fanciful, and may never be realized. For on this 
principle of interpretation the prediction must 
evidently be restricted to the Christian church, 
irrespective of any earthly or favoured locality. 
And if so, it merely assures us that the word of 
the Lord going forth from the church wherever 
she may at the time be situated, and the gospel of 
the grace of God appearing to all men, are the 
means which the Almighty is to employ in effectu- 
fiting all those glorious things foretold in this and 
other passages of holy writ, and by which the 
nations of the earth are to be blessed in the latter 
days. We shall not presume to determine which 
of these interpretations of this part of the pro- 
phecy is the most scriptural, but leave the reader 
to judge in the matter for himself. The pro- 
phecies of God's word are always plainer and 

better understood after their fulfilment.

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CONCLUSION. 

N the whole, it appears from the prophecy 
of Daniel, ' Blessed is he that waiteth 
and Cometh to the thousand tliree 
hundred and five and thirty days/ and from the 
nature of this blessedness as described by the 
prophet Micah, and other inspired writers, that the 
prospects regarding the world and church of the 
future are bright and glorious, and calculated to 
cheer the heart of man with feelings of hope 
and gladness. Previous, indeed, to the termina- 
tion of this period, the Almighty, as we have seen, 
is to reveal himself in terrible works of judgment 
on the antichristian systems of the West, and 
on the Mohammedan power of the East, and 
utterly to destroy these tyrannical and persecuting 
kingdoms. And while these works of judgment 
are being performed, there shall be, as we have 
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also seen, a day of darkness and of gloominess, a 
day of clouds and of thick darkness — ^a time of 
trouble/ says Daniel, ^such as never was since 
there was a nation even to that same time.' But 
when these judgments are ended, and these enemies 
all destroyed, then this day of darkness and trouble 
shall have passed away, and the church shall enter 
on the enjoyment of that long and unclouded day 
of light, of liberty, and of peaceful rest, so often 
spoken of in the predictions and promises of the 
Holy Scriptures. Yes, this is the time when many 
shall run to and fro, and knowledge shall be in- 
creased ; and when, as the result of their labours, 
the earth shall be filled with the knowledge of the 
glory of the Lord, as the waters cover the sea. 
This is the time when the promises of God to the 
church shall be fulfilled : ^ The sun shall be no 
more thy light by day, neither for brightness shall 
the moon give light unto thee ; but the Lord shall 
be unto thee an everlasting light, and thy God thy 
glory. Thy sun shall no more go down, neither 
shall thy moon withdraw itself ; for the Lord shall 
be thine everlasting light, and the days of thy 
mourning shall be ended.' This is the time when 
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the kings of the earth shaU no longer reign un- 
righteously, and persecute and oppress the church 
of the living God; for thus saith the Lord, ^I 
will make thy officers peace, and thine exactors 
righteousness; violence shall no more be heard 
in thy land, wasting nor destruction within thy 
borders; but thou shalt call thy walls Salvation, 
and thy gates Praise.' This is the time when the 
children of Ham, emancipated from slavery, ele- 
vated to the dignities of freemen, and converted 
to Christianity, shall stand on the same level, 
and enjoy the same spiritual privileges and bless- 
ings with the descendants of Shem and Japheth. 
This is the great jubilee year of the world and of 
God's redeemed, when the oppressed shall go free, 
and every yoke be broken, and when the slaves 
of sin and Satan in all lands, and in countless 
numbers, shall be delivered from the bondage pf 
corruption, and blessed with the glorious liberty 
of the children of God. ^ For the Lord shall then 
comfort Zion : He will comfort all her waste places ; 
and He will make her wilderness like Eden, and 
her desert like the garden of the Lord ; joy and 
gladness shall be found therein, thanksgiving and 
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the voice of melody.' The church of Christ, no 
longer scorned, reproached, and persecuted, casting 
off entirely her covering of sackcloth, and arraying 
herself in the beautiful robes of her millennial 
purity and glory, shall then appear to all nations 
in reality, as she did to John in the visions of 
Patmos, ^ coming down from God, out of heaven, 
prepared as a bride adorned for her husband.' 

^ How fair the daughter of Jerusalem then ! 
How gloriously from Zion hill she looks ! 
Clothed with the sun, and in her train the moon, 
And on her head a coronet of stars ; 
And girdling round her waist with heav'nly grace, 
The bow of mercy bright ; and in her hand 
ImmanueFs cross — ^her sceptre and her hope. 
Desire of every land, the nations come 
And worship at her feet ; all nations come — 
The east, the west, the south, and snowy north, 
Rejoicing meet, and worship reverently 
Before the Lord, in Zion's holy hill ; 
And all .the places round about are blessed. 
Justice and mercy, holiness and love. 
Among the people walk ; Messiah reigns. 
And earth keeps jubilee a thousand years.^ 

This remarkable and blissful era in the history 
of the church and of the world, is to be ushered 
in, and signalized, the Apostle John tells us, by a 
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voice coming out of the throne, saying, 'Praise 
our God, all ye BGs servants, and ye that fear Him, 
both small and great;' and by the responsive and 
jubilant songs of the ransomed church, sonorous 
'as the voice of a great multitude, and as the 
voice of many waters, and as the voice of mighty 
thunderings, saying, Alleluia, for the Lord God 
omnipotent reigneth. Let us be glad and rejoice, 
and give honour to him ; for the marriage of the 
Lamb is come, and Hi3 wife hath made herself 
ready.' Amen.
